WASHLNGTON (CP) — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter 
called on his countrymen 
Thursday to commit them¬ 
selves once again to "the bold 
and brilliant dream" of 
America and then, hand-in- 
hand with his wife Roaalynn. 
walked near the head of his 
inaugural parade hcmie to the 
White House, an outsider no 
more. 

Three minutes past a sunny, 
chilly nocHi. the once-obscure 
politician completed the oath 
of office that ended the

J MONTEREY. CalU. ^ 
President of the United States 
on Thursday morning and a 
private citizen at night, 
Gerald Ford arrived here on 
his last flight by presidential 
jet aircraft. 

More tiian 1,000 persons 
came to the kirport to wel- 
rome Ford and his wife Betty 
as they flew in on Air Force 
One. made available by Pres¬ 
ident Ca'icr. 
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29-month appointed presi- 
dency of Gerald Ford. Waves 
of applause from some 150,000 
spectatore punctuated the 12- 
minute inaugural address in 
which Carter pledged to woric 
for complete elimination of 
nuclear weapons aromd the 
world. 

Then, for the entire length 
of the parade route, from 
Capitol Hill to the White 
House, the new president de¬ 
fied t3*adition and security 
risks to carry out his pledge 
for a "people’s inai^fural." 

Carter. 52, declined the ar¬ 
mored presidential limousine 
set aside for his use and de¬ 
cided to w*alk the 1V4 miles. 

Amy Carter. 9. w’ent by car 
but left it to skip along hand- 
in-hand between her parents 
as they neared the White 
House. 

The Secret Service said it 
had taken all precautions to 
meet an emergency. 

An army cannon boomed a 
21-gun salute across the snow- 
clad lawns and monuments of 
government as Carter stood 
on the steps of the Capitol, a 
glimpse of a smile on his sol¬ 
emn face. 

His first words as president 
were of thanks to the depart¬ 
ing Ford "for all he has done 
to heal our land." 

Carter. James Earl Jr. by 
birth, Jimmy by preference, 
spoke of his hopes and goals 
for the four years now begin¬ 
ning. for "a new dedication 
within oua government, and a 
new spirit among us all.. 

From a platform in front of 
the C^apitol Orter spoke 
again the theme he had 
sounded from a thousand 
stages in his quest for office: 

"Our government must at 
the same time be both compe¬ 
tent and compasskmate." 

He promis^ an administra¬ 
tion of quiet strength, "so suf¬ 
ficient that it need not be 
proven in combat. . . 

"We will be ever vigilant 
and never vulnerable, and we 
will fight our w’ars against po¬ 
verty. ignorance and injus¬ 
tice, for those are the enemies 
against which our forces can 
be honorably marshalled." he 
said. 

It was at once an hour of 
renewal and farewell, this sol¬ 


emn. peaceful transition of 
awesome power amid rites 
and pageantry as old as the 
repuUic. 

It was an hour of change, 
from the clipped accent of 
Ford’s Michigan to the soft 
drawl ot Carter’s (Georgia, 
from Republican to Demo¬ 
crat, from the a{^inted to 
the elected. 

Seven times applause inter¬ 
rupted the brief inaugural 
adi^ss. never louder than 
when Carter began: 

"For myself and our nation, 
I want to thank my predeces¬ 
sor for all he has done to heal 
our land." 

Carter turned to shake 
hands with Ford.

Gardom made the inquiry 
pidrfic on being questkmed by 
reporters following a demand 
tor a fun judicial inquiry into 
the affair Gary Lauk 
(NDP—Vancouver Cbntre). 

Lauk demanded the inquiiy 
to "clear the names" of four 
former directors. 

The demand was a far cry 
from charges made by Lauk 
in "speech notes" released to 
the press before his entry into 
the debate on the throne 
speech.

"They must be given the 
opportunity to give evidence 
and clear their names." Lauk 
said.

U.S. firms cold on Canada 


NEW YORK (CP) — Ben¬ 
jamin Weiner, a private con¬ 
sultant who advises U.S. cor¬ 
porations on foreign political 
developments, said Thursday 
that U.S. firms are "holding 
off" on investment in Canada 
"until things clear up a bit." 

"Finns that would have 
gone ahead wdth expansiem or 
investment five years ago are 
holding back today," said 
Weiner, who conduct^ a two- 
day seminar here this week 
tor American business exeexh 
tives on Canada’s economic fu¬ 
ture. A former state depart¬ 
ment foreign service ofticer, 
Weiner is president of Probe 
International, Inc. 

Quebec Economics Minister 
Bernard Landry, who spoke 
at the seminar Wednesday, 
was reported to have empha¬ 
sized that the new (^ebec 
government wants complete 
sovereignty. He also was re¬ 
ported to have stated there is 
room for more foreign invest¬ 
ment in Quebec, but on Que¬ 
bec’s terms. 

Landiy also was reported to 
have assured American busi¬ 
ness that while the Levesque

admmistiatitm is aiming at 
social democracy, there will 
be no major new social pro¬ 
grams at this stage. 

"There is a good deal erf 
confusion today regarding po- 
licital developments in Cana¬ 
da- and until individual cor¬ 
porations really understand 
these [noblems, they are 


going to hold otf on invest- 
ment," Weiner said. 

“They ate going to have to 
decide whether to stay as 
they are. v^ether to expand 
their operations or whether to 
leave Canada. 

\\’einer said his seminar, at¬ 
tended by about 60 American 
e.xecutives. was “proWem 


oriented." focussing on prob¬ 
lems that American compa¬ 
nies would face in Canada in 
the next few years. 

Weiner said there are many 
variables in the Canadian po¬ 
litical picture and one of the 
most vital questions is that of 
Quebec. 

Weiner said American com¬ 
panies, in considering invest¬ 
ment in Canada, have to look 
at both the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments. The 
provinces were more aggres¬ 
sive than the national govern¬ 
ment. he said. 


NEW DELHI (.\P) 
Prime Minister, Indira Gand¬ 
hi's government restored key 
democratic rights Thursday 
after 19 months of stem emer¬ 
gency rule, ordering the re¬ 
lease of political prisoners, 
lifting press censorship and 
revoking a ban on public ral¬ 
lies. 

The government said the 
decisions were taken to speed 
the revival of political normal¬ 
ity as the countr>' prepares 
tor parliamentary elections in 
March. 

Even before the series of 
announcements, four non- 
communist opposition pariies 
made known that they had 
buried their political dif- 
ferovees to form a united 
frcHit against Mrs. Gandhi’s 
Congress party in the coming 
elections. 

The government announce¬ 
ments, just two days after 
Mrs. Gandhi’s pledge to per¬ 
mit the revival of legitimate 
political activity, amounted to 
a major dismantling of the 
emergency apparatus set up 
in June. 1975. The government 
suspended civil liberties at 
that time to meet what Mrs. 
Gandhi described as a threat 
to internal entier following hei- 


convirtion on election fraud 
charges. 

There was no official disclo¬ 
sure of how many political 
prisoners would be freed, but 
(H>posUion Fx>litical sources 
claimed the release order 
wtiuld affect several thousand 
of rank-and-file party 
members. Most opposition 
leaders were released in the 
past few mcaiths. 

Morarji Desai, former dep¬ 
uty prime minister, made the 
confident announcement of 
formation of the new Janta — 
People’s—political party. "We 
iKJpe to win a thumping ma¬ 
jority. not just a small major¬ 
ity." 

The 80-year-old Desai. who 
was released from prison two 
days ago after being detained 
since^ June. 197o. said the 
Janta party would put up a 
single slate of candidates in 
the various parliamentaiy 
constituencies to en.sure that 
their supporters’ vote was not 
split. 

The tactic is designed to 
limit the chances of Mrs. 
Gandhi’s Ctongress party win¬ 
ning the elections by a mere 
plurality of votes, as has hap¬ 
pened in the five previous 
general elections held since 
independence in 1947. 


Election act overhaul ^by next vote 


Premier Bennett guaran¬ 
teed Thursday that the next 
time the people erf B.C go to 
the polls for a provincial elec¬ 
tion. they will vote under a 
revamped elections act. 

The premier was asked by 


Liberal leader Ctordon Gibson 
whm his election promise to 
introduce electoral reform in 
the province would be kept. 

"'hiere will be an electoral 
reform commission appointed 
and its recommendations will 


be discussed in the Legisla¬ 
ture in time for the next elec¬ 
tion," Bennett replied. 

When Gibson pressed for a 
specific time such as "before 
the end of the present ses¬ 


sion," Bennett shied away 
from a definite date. 

“I’m guaranteeing that be¬ 
fore the next provincial elec¬ 
tion this Legislature will have 
the opportunity to discus.s 
electoral reform recommen¬ 


dations and make changes if 
they’re telt necessary," Ben¬ 
nett said. 

"Will you guarantee that no 
retorm, no candidate?" asked 
Gibson.

TORONTO (CP) — A vote 
by Quebecers to remain with¬ 
in Confederation will only per¬ 
petuate instability and unrest 
in that province, says Caude 
Ryan, editor of the Montreal 
newspaper Le Devoir. 

"Only the first inning of tlie 
ball game will have been 
played" if the people of Que¬ 
bec decide on the federalist 
option in a referendum to be 
held by the Parti Quebecois. 
he said Tbursday in a speech 
to students at Glendon Cbl- 
lege. 

The Parti Quebecois. elect¬ 
ed last fall, plans within the 
endum on (^ebec indepen- 
next two years to hold a refer- 
dence. 

Ryan .said it would be dan¬ 
gerous to hold the referendum 


before the federal and Quebec 
governments work out a new 
relationship. 

"There must be a real at¬ 
tempt before the referendum 
to rethink the Canadian feder* 
al system and to make room 
for the new dimension which 
has appeared in Quebec over 
the last 15 years,” he said. 

Ryan said he has leaxned to 
live with the negative reaction 
he receives from Quebecers 
opposed to his public sui^rt 
of federalism.

Bank sued 
for refusing 
his money 

MONTREAL (CP) — A 
man who was pistol-whipped 
and robbed in front of a pas¬ 
sive crowd near his clothing 
boutique in a downtown shop- 
pu« mall said Thursday his 
lawyer is preparing a $100,000 
suit against tlte Bank of Mon¬ 
treal. 

Jack Brenhouse said In an 
Interview he was robbed of 
about $3,500 after being un¬ 
able to make a deposit at a 
bank branch near his boutique 
because the lock mechanism 
on the night deposit safe was 
jammed for the second time 
in two days. 

He argued in vain with 
barrtc employees through a 
locked door, he said, then 
began walking the 200 feet 
back to his store with the 
money. 

He said he was attacked by 
two armed men who pistol- 
whipped him, opening a 16- 
stitch cut on his scalp during 
a five-minute fi^t. 

“I felt one gun in the back 
and <me in the side," said 
Brenhouse. I resisted. It was 
an attack and I fought back. 

“The people just stood there 
watching as I was being bea¬ 
ten,” he said.

It re¬ 
quires the government to give 
the union 130 day’s notice of 
technological changes and' to 
fully consult the union on pos¬ 
sible adverse effects of 
change.

In the talks before Christ¬ 
mas, CUPW president Joe Da¬ 
vids^ said that in addition to 
asking for an early start to 
contract talks, the union 
asked “that the schedule of 
technological changes be al¬ 
tered to minimize the adverse 
effects on employees during 
the bargaining period." 

However, the agreement re¬ 
fused that request and the 
post office has been going 
ahead with scheduled 
changes.

Ease in lan^ua^e tiff? 

Latest radar aids 
to cut traffic load 


MONTREAL (CP) — A new 
radar system being in¬ 
troduced in Canada will re¬ 
duce the workload of air traf¬ 
fic controllers and “play a 
very significant role" in solv¬ 
ing the problem of two lan¬ 
guages in aviation ctmi- 
munications, says Walter 
Mtd^ish, the top federal civil 
aviation official, 

McLelsh, the transport de¬ 
partment’s air administrator, 
told reporters Thursday the 
“joint en route terminal sy.s- 
tem" (JETS) should be ready 
to function in Montreal the 
end of 1978. Montreal is the 
key area in the current battle 
over bilingual air traffic con¬ 
trol. 

He was commenting after 
the operation of the JETTS sys- 
t e m was outlined for 
members of the federal inqui¬ 
ry on safety and the use of 
French in Quebec airspace. 

The value of the JET^ sys¬ 
tem. which is already being 
partially used at Moncton, 
N.B.. is that it provides aubv 
maticaliy and continually in¬ 
formation about aircraft that 
controllers would otherwise 
have to request repeatedly 
under conventional radar S 3 rs- 
tems, the inquiry was told. 

The s>'stem is being in- 
(nxiuced over the next three 
years at Vancouver, Edmon- 
t o n . Calgary, Winnipeg, 
Toronto and Ottawa as well 
as Montreal and Moncton. It 
will handle air traffic both 
around airports and en route 
between airports. 

McLelsh said the JETS sys¬ 
tem would be used for simula¬ 
tion tests of languages and 
tion tests of languages and 
methods of guiding aircraft, 
like commercial airliners, 
that are flyinng by in- 
strumentB. 

Federal officials hope the 
bitter battle over bilingual air 
communicatiems can be set- 
tied at the 43-week simvilation 
program they plan to begin in 
late February in Hull. Que. 

Bill Robertson. vice- 
president of the Canadian Air 
Traffic Contrtrf A8$ociation, 
said future equipment im¬ 
provements like JETS may 
warrant another look at the 


use of French In avaiation 
communications, but only in 
five years.

The split already has result¬ 
ed in the resignation of Over¬ 
seas Minister Olivier Stirn 
frtxn Chirac’s party, the 
former Gauliist party which 
has been renamed recently as 
Rally for the Republic. Stim 
said Chirac had “attacked the 
prime minister, if not dte 
president himself." 

Claude Labbe. chairman of 
the 181 members of Qiirac’s 
party in the 490-seat national 
assembly — the biggest bloc 
within the coalition — said 
Chirac’s candidacy “showed 
the real importance of the 
mayoralty contest." 

Giscard had no comment on 
Chirac’s latest move, though 
Chirac’s successor as prime 
minister, Raymond ^rre, 
said it cotild hanv>er the gov¬ 


ernment’s struggle for more 
stable w-ages and prices. 

“The restoration of our eco¬ 
nomic situation may be com¬ 
promised hy these electoral 
confremtations which could af¬ 
fect the climate of ccxifidence 
our c<Mjntry needs," Barre 
aaid in a published statement. 

Chirac said his candidacy 
was aimed at “seeing to it 
that the capital of France 
doesn’t run the risk of falling 
into the hands of the socialists 
and commtmists." 


France" would have two main 
aims: To prevent France 
from becoming involved In a 
si^ranational grouping where 
it would lose its identity, and 
to prevent the country from 
being carved up through the 
recognitiom of regional au¬ 
tonomies.

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Carter's arrival 


\JU ith the arrival of the new president of the United 
' ’ States at the White House, it is interesting to 
look at some of the speculation of pre-inauguration 
days on how and when Jimmy farter may •’arrive " in 
leading the country to further economic recovery and 
a generally improved position 

There are widespread feelings ol optimism among 
viewers of the new Washington scene, although it will 
be slow going with many seeing time as the greatest 
asset President Carter has ^ing lor him 

.'\inong them are the editors of the widely-circulated 
business prospects review. The Kiplingar Washington 
Letter, who. in their year-end ottering, point out that 
not since 1928 has a new president taken office Without 
an emergency or a crisis of some sort that required 
immediate attention: "A war to prosecute or bring to 
an end; an economy in depression or recession; a 
social fabric torn by violence in the cities, strife on the 
campuses ■ 

Up to the time ol their writing it was their feeling 
that "Carter has used his time wisely In selecting 
his cabinet, at least in the key policy positions 
alfecting the economy, defence and foreign affairs, 
competence was the principal yardstick he used. 

And in fixing his priorities, the economy is at the 
lop ol the list with plans to speed the growth rate, not 
Tvilh a ' crash program which, with the country no 
longer in recession, is not needed, but with mild 
slimulation by way of tax cuts and spending to reduce 
unemployment. 

The mix between tax cuts and spending is still up 
lor grabs' but the aim is clear: to get the maximum 
impact tor every last dollar Thus, taxes are more 
likely to be cut lor those who will spend the money 
rather than save it. which means little or no relict for 
high-incomers 

.And. the speculation goes. President Carter 
probably will propose more spending to expand 
existing job programs rather than recommend new 
programs that would lake longer periods of time to get 
under way. 

With the president s economic advisers extremely 
sensitive to the inflationary pressures that might 
result from any government stimulation of the 
economy, you can be sure that Carter will move 
slowly", although he is committi'd to creating more 
Jobs. 

Cooking further ahead to other questions 

KNERGV — Carter is determined to reduce 
leliance on imported oil via conservation measures 
and development of domestic energy resources. Few 
would disagree with the principle, but the how is 
another matter.'Strip mining, for example: will the 
coal be mined with the safeguards demanded by the 


environmentalists? Alaska oil. how to get it to the U.S 
when nobody wants a terminal in his backyard? 
Nuclear energy is beset by safety and cost 
considerations. Solar energy, whether to go all out to 
develop it at a research cost that could run into the 
multi-billions? "The problem is to find "acceptable 
compromises." That won't be easy but . it won't stop 
the Carter people from making the try . . 

KNVIRONMENT-Carter will study a raft of 
proposals on clean air. clean water, aircraft and 
factory noise pollution, toxic waste discharge, oil 
drilling on the Outer Continental Shelf — to hit only the 
high spots. First order of business will be to relax the 
emission controls on autos. .As it now stands, auto 
production would be forced to stop after September. In 
exchange for this easing, a tightening of rules on 
factory pollution "Again, a balancing act. weighing 
benefits of improved environment against the cost. 
And. as with energy, out-of-pocket costs will go up ' 

WELFARE — There is no question about the need 
lor reform. Spending for welfare rose $49 billion in 
1976 to $.131 billion "Carter will ponder alternatives • 
before proposing basic changes, perhaps holding oft 
until 1978. The same for national health insurance 
which could be a real budget-buster unless benefits are 
closely defined 

AID ro CITIES Carter will be more 
considerate’" than Gerald Ford, " but he isn't going to 
bail out ailing cities with huge loans or grants. Help is 
more likely to be focused on job-creating programs in 
the cities. ■ 

FOREIGN POLICY -<- None of the three worry 
spots, the Mideast. Panama. Africa, are susceptible to 
easy or quick solutions:’ ‘"so. continued slow, 
excruciating negotiations in much the same pattern as 
m the past. " 

FOREIGN ECONOMIC PROBLEMS They 
can t be shunted aside indefinitely. Big industrial 
nations are limping; the developing countries crippled 
by high oil prices, low prices for their exports, and 
staggering debts. "Carter will try to ease the 
immediate binds but he won't be panicked into some 
sort of massive global relief program, as manv are 
demanding 

TAX REFORM — Carter s advisers arc inundated 
with ways to do it. including simplification, incentives, 
and penalties — the whole gamut. " But the planning 
now is to think things through, even if it lakes a year ' 

In all this, says the Kiplinger editors, " you will see 
a common thread: careful deliberation before going 
ahead.” 

This, they add. is not to the liking of many in the 
Democratic Party where there ^s a craving for fast 
action. "But Carter will set his own pace . . . it’s his 
style.”

Some ot the omissions are ol 
possible deductions, and while 
Revenue Canada tries to catch 
them and give the taxpayer the 
deduction, it's impossible to 
sift out all the errors.

Hard 
on the 
retired

The Unemployment ‘in¬ 
surance Commission, which el- 
fectively taxes every working 
Canadian, has a retirement 
benefit scheme, but anyone 
wanting to collect has to be 
pretty quick off the starting 
line or he is ruled ineligible. 

There was a time when most 
Canadians, who had paid all 
their lives into the UIC fund 
with no prospect of collecting 
any benefits, could collect up to 
a year's insurance when they 
retired. However, a recent 
crackdown on the abuse of the 
fund — a crackdown which 
somehow missed the UIC ski 
team I a group of young Cana¬ 
dians who were using their UIC 
benefits to finance a winter ot 
mountain skiing) — came down 
hard on retirees. 

Under the new rules, anyone 
retiring at the age of 65 is en¬ 
titled to three weeks of un¬ 
employment benefits, but only 
if he applies within 32 wegks ol 
the time he reaches his 65th 
birthday. The Unemployment 
Insurance Commission goes 
back on any applicant's record 
to determine if he had 20 weeks 
of contributions within the 52 
weeks preceding his applica* 
tion, and only if he is found to 
have contributed for those 20 
weeks is he eligible for the 
retirement benefit. 

There are many areas where 
the UIC fat could be trimmed. 
It is curious that thp federal 
government chose to come 
down so hard on people who, 
for the most part, had never 
claimed against what was 
originally an "insurance fund 
but which grew into little more 
than a weUare scheme 


Another frustrated 
Canadian inventor

Line up folks and save up to 15 per cent on your oil and 
gas bills. AH you have to do is add some "WARMSE"’ emul¬ 
sion to your fuel or gas tank. At least that’s the claim made 
by Sam Klein" former defence departm^^fcengineer. who in¬ 
vented "WARMSE” which is a modified acronym of "Water 
And Oil Rapid Micro Steam Explosion" 

The "WARMSE” principle involves using a mixture of 
oil and water to reduce the amount of air burned in combus¬ 
tion. By burning water with the oil or gas. instead of air 
Klein's system permits better fuel economy while substan 
tiaily reducing the amount of toxic nitrogen-oxide emitted 
into the atmosphere. 

' Curiously enough, the principle sounds similar to one of 
the "secrets” unearthed by the U.S. and Japanese scientists 
who dismantled the hush-hush supersonic jet fighter flown to 
.lapan by a dissident Soviet Air Force pilot last year.

Nevertheless, potential users are reluctant to look into a 
new product of this type without governmental sanction 
Quite a few have taken an experimental flyer and some are 
willing to accept any risk involved In continued use. Others 
are nervous about proceeding further without an official 
stamp of approval. 

Don- Armstrong, who runs an Ottawa trucking company 
was typical. Yes they had tried "WARMSE” in one of iheii 
big trucks on an Ottawa to Buffalo return rfin. Yes the driver 
had reported fuel economy but it was difficult to say. from 
such a limited test, the exact amount of the saving. 

Armstrong would like more information about 
"WARMSE." What are the effects of putting more water in 
the fuel tank in winter? Traditionally one buys additives in 
cold weather to neutralize the water already in the tanks. So 
would more water be harmful? Armstrong would like to have 
the answers to these and other questions because he admits 
the potential saving with a fleet of trucks would be substan¬ 
tial. 

Lock of governmental blessing isn't Sam Klein's fault 
The Ottawa Innovator who likes to be known as "Mr. Kleen’"' 
because he his developed a number of air and water anti¬ 
pollution devices, has been writing back and forth to one 
department after another for months, without succes.s 
it it it 

Jean Marchand. when he was still minister of the en¬ 
vironment. provided a little encouragement. "I understand 
from my officials. " he told Klein, “that there appears to be 
some degree of promise in your work " Then came the 
clinker: "However, because the type ordevelopment work 
required to validate this kind of proposal does not fall within 
my department, I am unable to provide you with the finan 
cial assistance you require " Sam was referred to Energy 
Mines and Resources. 

The run-around was on. Energy Mines and Resources 
aimed to be interested and sympathetic but advised that they 
were doing their own research in related fields. They have 
treated Sam's ideas as primarily commercial and conse¬ 
quently his business rather than theirs. 

Klein reeents the brush-off. He sees the department’s 
million doUar advertising campaigns to persuade people to 
save energy and thinks th^ are inconsistent with the govern¬ 
ment’s apparent indifference to inventions with giant sav¬ 
ings potential. 

So who knows whether "WARMSE" is the answer or 
not? One thing I do know from years of experience is that 
there are no more frustrated Canadians than inventors. We 
have our share of those who lack the financial and 
entrepreneurial back-up to support them. A few are lucky^ 
and make it in spite of the obstacles. Others give'iip or sell 
their ideas south of the border.

Chilean 'hell' easing 
as army loosens grip

A year ago 1 made a two-week journey around this 
paradox of a country, the majority of whose tO million 
citizens can best be described as born-again freedom lovers 

Chile is neither paradise nor hell. I discovered at (he 
lime. 

Today — after another similar sojourn — I believe it 
IS farther away from hell. 

Any unbiased assessment of present conditions here 
must take into account a fact even the government's 
harshest critics are at.a loss to refute; Whatever Its shorl- 
comlngs, the military regime headed by Augusto Pinochet 
has given Chileans at least one key ingredient without which 
no nation can call itself stable 


Pinochet, quite obviously, has restored order — 
something that had practically vanished during the turbulent 
three-year rule of the late .Marxist Salvador Allende it 
replat^ In late 1973 

That peace and order prevail throughout the land 
becomes obvious when your own eyes and ears research the 
subject — not If you sit In Washington. Paris or Moscow and 
pontificate on tbe evils of the current regime, using as 
sources tbe many exiled Allende sympathizers now living 
abroad... but seldom if ever identifying them for what they 
are. 

On-site inspection tells a story far different than what we 
read in North American and European publications. 

Recently the president of the international committee of 
the Ked Cross. Alexandre Hay. said human rights condilions 
here had improved to such an extent that the organization 
plans to terminate within a lew months its activities on 
behalf of political prisoners

May I be permuted to take 
issue with Dr. W. G. Enesen.

It is my belief, as a victim ol 
atherosclerosis, that primary 
prevention lies not in Class¬ 
room lectures to young people 
against the evils of smoking, 
but in the study of nutrition, 
w hich is not a part ot medical 
training in North America.

indisputable evidence that our 
supermarket foods are not only 
deficient in the necessary 
vitamins, but contain harmful 
ingredients added to prolong 
shelf life of certain foods, such 
as white bread, which has no 
lood value other than calories. 

Some nutritionists arc now 
questioning the validity of the 
cholesterol scare, and the 
elimination of dairy products 
from the diet. Some have sug¬ 
gested that the long range use 
of margarine may be harmful 
to health. 

Somewhere in Russia men 
and women are living to the 
age of 150 and over. They are 
hard-working farmers whose 
diet contains an abundance of 
butter, eggs and milk. It is 
probable that the fact that they 
remain active and never slop 


working may account for their 
longevity. 

These are problems that doc¬ 
tors should be aware of. if we 
are ever to have real preven¬ 
tive medicine in this country, ft 
has been said that we are what 
we eat. 

Certainly our whole body 
structure, our health, depend 
on our diet. It seems incredible 
to me thaL, the Canadian 
Medical Association attaches 
so little importance to the 
study of nutrition. 

There was less incidence of 
heart disease in our grand¬ 
parents' generation. They 
never heard of cholesterol, or 
margarine. They consumed 
quantities of dairy products, 
and they took their wheat to a 
mill, where it was ground in its 
natural state, and contained 


wheat germ and bran, in¬ 
gredients that have now been 
removed. 

The need for wheat germ, 
vitamin E. in our diet, has not 
yet been accepted by the 
medical profession. It took 
them too years to accept the 
need for vitamin C. the lack of 
which caused scurvy, 
tfronically, the Indians were 
smarter than the white man. 
They gave the sailors tea 
brewed from pine needles.) 

Perhaps it is time the Cana¬ 
dian Medical Association took 
a long, hard look at its 
hidebound theories, and made 
an effort to catch up to the 20th 
century.

A 
hospital, to be viable, and to 
provide quality care, must be 
in the neighhorhnod of 500 beds 
to provide all major services. 
To split the hospital would give 
Victoria two second rate 
hospitals with unnecessary 
duplication and added cost ot 
operation.

Perhaps a quick rundown on 
le person's problems on this 
luation may be of interest. 
This writer spent over 40 
lars at manual labor, some ol 
11 s time being spent 
respecting for minerals, in 
hieh heavy and large 
sckpacks were ollcn neces- 
iry AS can easily be Ini- 
gined. the lood I consumed 
uring these years was 
robably near some sort ot 
word lor animal tat. bolter 


eggs. elc. Yet never once dur¬ 
ing (hose years did I ever ex¬ 
perience any chest pains or any 
other symptoms of heart trou¬ 
ble. 

Also, all during these years 1 
smoked cigarettes. 

We moved to Victoria a few 
years ago to enjoy better 
weather and milder cUmate. 
for what we considered would 
be semi-retirement. However, 
I soon began to feel chest pains 
which I. like many un¬ 
suspecting victims, merely 
thought were some sort of in¬ 
digestion. Even an operation to 
correct a spinal problem did 
not reveal this heart trouble. 
Eventually 1 suftered a heart 
attack and spent some time in 
the local hospital. A complete 


checkup by a heart specialist 
revealed that my main artery 
was nearly closed in two dlt- 
ferent places and my heart 
itself was in a very damaged 
state. 

Fortunately, the specialist 
was able to get an appointment 
for me to have a double bypass 
operation done in the Van¬ 
couver General hospital as this 
was before such an operation 
could be done in Victoria 
hospitals. 

1 would venture to say that 
during our growing up years 
most of us hear about heart at¬ 
tacks. but we think that it just 
can’t happen to us. personally 
that is. 

But I feel, that as Dr 
Fnesen points out. if we had 


this sort ot thing as part ol the 
educational system, much good 
would be done. Perhaps some 
of our school boards or trustees 
may feel that no further room 
or time is available for such a 
class. 

Without being facetious. I 
would mention the following. 
What Is so terribly important 
about some forms of ancient 
history? Do we really care if 
Caesar took all night to decide 
to cross the Rubicon? Docs it 
matter very much if Columbus 
did not actually land on the 
mainland ot North America? 
Perhaps these and a few other 
studies could be condensed so 
as to make a time and place to 
present one of our biggest 
medical problems ol today 


Even if such a class or course 
reached only a portion of our 
young people it would certainly 
be worth the etfort. 

In closing, may I mention a 
few basics? 

When we lose an eye, a leg. 
arm, or ear, we can still carry 
on with the remaining 
member. However, when we 
start having trouble with our 
heart, it's a one-shot deal. Or. 
as I believe the young people 
say. "that’s it. man. " 

So, Iriends. let’s give Dr 
Friesen's suggestion a lot more 
thought.

Montreal crime web unfolds

Considering that they may 
own most, if not all, of the 
country, little effort is being 
made to compile material on 
Canada's native peoples. 

Margaret Vl^rs, oo-or> 
dlnator of the Indian Educa- 
tkm Resources Centre at the 
University of Victoria, is try* 
ing, however. 

A native Ihdlan from the 
north coast village of IGtkat- 
la, 1^. VIokers travels around 
Vancouver Island gathering; 
material that might be of use 
to native education programs 
taped or videotaped inter* 
views and records of events, 
books, and the names at peo¬ 
ple wiK) might be used as edu¬ 
cational resources. 

"About 50 per cent of my 
time is spent in the office ca¬ 
taloguing and filing," the 
says. 

The centre is financed by a 
grant from the education de¬ 
partment and her main task 
is to midie irtfcarmatkin about 
Indians available ' for Van¬ 
couver Island classrooms. 

She meets teachers in the 
schools, holding workshc^ 
and putting on demonstrations 
for classes. Her own back¬ 
ground as a certified teacher, 
and a specialist in Indian cul¬ 
ture and art, is useful. 

The resources centre is a 
clearing-house for information 
about speakers on native mat¬ 
ters, such as Hugh MoCullum, 
author of This Land is Not 
For Sale, and Harold Card!- 
naly prerident of the Indian 
Association of Alberta, both 
recent visitors to Victoria. 

Another project that holds 
much proemse, she aayt, It 


her work with a new national 
Indian resource centre in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

In spHe of the energy she 
takes to her job. Margaret 
Vickers finds that much re¬ 
mains to be done. The UVic 
centre is a satellite of the 
B.C Native Bvlian Teachers 
Association resources centre 
at UBC, and both centres 
have more work than their 
stafh can handle, she says. 

But at least the centre is 
oflen. Twice in the past it has 
been closed for lack funds, 
most recently for a seven- 
month period prior to her ap¬ 
pointment as coordinator. 

"The centre Is used by 
schools the most, but it is aI.so 
open to the general public. 
Here we have mostly books, 
and not too many them. I 
can get materials from Van¬ 
couver however, and we have 
compiled a list of resources 
which teachers can get for 
their native education 
classes." 

She also helps produce the 
Native Indian Teachers As¬ 
sociation newsletter which in¬ 
forms school boards and 
schools about native educa¬ 
tion programs. 


Rebels slain 
by military 

BUENOS AIRES (Reuter) 
— Eleven left-wing guerrillas, 
including four women, were 
killed Wednesday in two sepa¬ 
rate clashes with Argentine 
security forces, a military 
communique said Thursday. 
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By MCTOR DABBY 

MONTREAL (CP) — Al¬ 
leged undepwx>rld banker Wil¬ 
liam Obront handled an es¬ 
timated $84 million in the 
period between 1964 and 1975, 
the Quebec Police Cbmmis- 
sion inquiry into organized 
crime was told Thursday. 

"That’s quite impressive for 
a man who declared an 
average annual income of 
$30,000 during the same 
period," chief inquiry counsel 
Ron Cohen told the inquiry. 

The estimate was based cm 
seized bank records and a 
study by chartered accoun¬ 
tant Jean Claude Forest, em¬ 
ployed by the inquiry to un¬ 
tangle Obremt's extensive 
business dealings. 

Evidence deposited xvith the 
inquiry showed a total of 14 
companies and 46 individuals 
— 15 of whom had criminal 
records — had deposited 
amounts ranging from $2,500 
to $1.7 million into OtHxmt’s 
bank accounts. 

Banks records were pro¬ 
duced indicating Obront kept 
at least nine personal ac¬ 
counts at four separate banks 
and three of toe accounts 
were registered under the 
name of persems acting as 
"fronts." 


Cohen said Abront reg¬ 
istered two accounts under 
the name of bis personal sec¬ 
retary Leo Robidouv and an¬ 
other under the name of his 
chauffeur, George Demetre. 

The nine accounts, with 
total d^iosits ctf $18.5 million 
over the U-year period, gave 
"only part erf the picture," 
Cohen toW toe three- 
judge "panel presiding over the 
inquiry. 

Police raids and several 
confiscations of financial 
records showed the $18.5 mil¬ 
lion represented only 22 per 
cent of the money handled by 
Obront in the nine accounts, 


Cohen said. Many of the 
seized cheques made out to 
Otnont were never deposited 
in those accounts, he added. 
IJi\’OLVED IN M'FIRMS 

Investigators also deposited 
evidence showing Obitmt was 
directly involved in 38 compa¬ 
nies, including meat-pacldng 
firms, real-estate agencies, 
investment and home- 
improvement firms. 

The 52-year-old Obront has 
been described as the under¬ 
world "money mover" and 
well-cwmected to the Mot- 
treal Mafia, especially toe 
Vincent Cotroni-Paolo Vloli 
crime family. 


Public needs say 


OTTAWA (OP) — The pub¬ 
lic has .lost c<Mifidence in the 
criminal justice system and 
must have a say in govern¬ 
ment policy if it is to regain 
faith in the system, says a Ca¬ 
nadian Criminology aixl Cor¬ 
rections Associatkm brief re¬ 
leased Thursday. 

'nie brief was prepared for 
the solicitor-general’s study 
group on the role of private 
agencies in criminal justice. 


‘”nie number erff people, 
particularty natives, in priscai 
and returning to prison is in- 
toleraWe," it says. ‘Xiovern- 
ment’s main answer to date 
has been to plan for the con¬ 
struction <rf costly new priscais 
to handle yet further lt> 
creases in prison population." 

David Farrell, chairman of 
the committee which wrote 
the brief, said at a news con¬ 
ference that the government 
must change its attitude. 


Obront. currently serving a 
four-year sentence for fraud, 
was brought back to Canada 
from Costa Rica last year 
after Canadian authorities 
sought lus extradition. He is 
expected to appear before toe 
iiM^ry as a witness by toe 
end of toe month. 

Earlier in toe day, a sullen 
VioU was sentenced to a one- 
year priswi term after refus¬ 
ing to take toe oath required 
to testify before the inquiry. 

"I have notWng to say," he 
said repeatedly as he stood in 
the witness box after entering 
toe tense courtroom under 
heavy guard. 'N^li is current¬ 
ly serving a one-year term for 
having refused to testify at 
the inquiiy last year.

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$89,000 financial lift set 
for Pacific Rim park 


There’s an $89,000 trans- 
fusicai In toe works for the Pa¬ 
cific Rim Natiwal Park on 
Vancouver Island’s west 
coast. 

The money will be spent on 
A contract to Millstream 
Timber Ltd. for improve¬ 
ments to roads end visitor fa** 
duties in the perk, probably 
the most popular on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Parks Canada said on 
Thursday that a new access 
road and parking lot will be 
constructed at Green Point 
campground and the boat¬ 
launching area at Grice Bay 
will be upgraded. 

Grice Bay is mid-way be¬ 
tween Tofino and Ucluelet and 
is located in the Phase 1 part 
of he Pacific Rim park. 

' 'The campground access 
road off Highway 4 has 
always been inconvenient and 
sometimes hazardous, be¬ 
cause it leaves the highway 
on the crest of a hill where 
visibility is often poor." Pacif¬ 
ic Rim park superintendent 
Frank Cainp of Ucluelet said 
in an interview. 

He said the new road would 
leave the higlwv*ay about 300 
yards .south of the present In¬ 
tersection and would enter the 
campground through a 
logged-off area. 

"The campground kiosk will 
be moved to a spot just out¬ 
side toe campground on the 
new road. A parking lot will 
be built in the logged area, af¬ 
fording parking for visitors 


ccmiing to toe area just for 
toe day," he said. 

The parking lot will also ac¬ 
commodate visitors attending 
interpretative programs at a 
new enclosed theatre to be 
built just south of the camp¬ 
ground next year. 

"Moving the access road 
and toe kioek will also ehni- 
nate a lot of traffic that used 
to go through toe campground 
en route to the beach," Camp 


said. "Camping at Green 
Point will be a much more 
private and enjoyable experi¬ 
ence as a result." 

The improvements around 
the Grice Bay boat-launching 
area will include expanding 
the parking lot and making 
more room for vehicles and 
boats to manoeuvre at the 
ramp. 

Construction is expected to 
be completed before the visi¬ 
tor season begins this spring.

Some of toe 
increase, he said, should be 
absorbed by toe society’s 
other functions. 

The SPCA looks after ani¬ 
mal control for Victoria, Es¬ 
quimau and Oak Bay. Saan¬ 
ich operates its own pound, 
but uses the SPCA's disposal 
facilities for small animals.

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N‘firm victim of ^dog-eat-dog’ world—Marchand

I,pn Marchand. minister of 
state for small business, de¬ 
fended the Atomic Energy 
Comintssion’a dealings with 
(!ontPo\erslal agents Tliurs- 
day night on the grounds that 
it is the victim of a “dog-eat- 
dog” %wrld that dictates the 
rules. 

It was part of an impas¬ 
sioned defence the ^TP from 
Kamloops offered on behalf of 
Prime Minister Trudeau <“a 
riretty fantastic kind of a 
guy”t and the Liberal govern¬ 
ment, which he said had been 
subjected to unfair scandal 
charges. 

Pulling part of the blame 
on the national press for 
"scandal^" and the declining 
T»opularity of the Trudeau ad¬ 
ministration. Marchand told 
an election meeting of the 
Saanich and the Islands Lib¬ 
eral Association: ’‘But kiok 


and see not one charge has 
been laid against anyone in 
elected office. So. I don't 
know . . . where’s the scan¬ 
dal?” 

“We igovernmenli don’t 
tell the AECL to go out and 
make crooked deals in tlie 
world,” Marchand said in ob¬ 
vious reference to stories 
about big money being unac¬ 
counted for in alleged com¬ 
mission payments for the sale 
of Candu reactors. 

DEFENDING the commis- 
si(Ht, he said crown corpora¬ 
tions are competing in a 
“hard-nosed business world.” 

“It is eat dog — if they 
are going to make a dollar, if 
they are going to survive, 
they’ve got to play the game 
by their (other countries) 
ruies.” 

.Marchand said he was c*on- 
vinced there had been no de¬ 
liberate attempt by the AECI.. 
to do anything wrong. 


It was im|x>ssible to make 
the deals without going 
through agents, he said. “No 
one went out to make crooked 
deals.” 

“I think .some of these 
things have hurt us - have 
hurt us quite a bit have 
contributed to the Gallup pull 
going down.” 

The reference was to the 
[xjU showing a decline in Lib¬ 
eral popularity. However. 
Merchand thinks the situation 
is now improving. 

HE ADMITTED that Trti- 
deau was partly resi>onsible 
for the party's slide because 
of his switch to wage and 
price ccmtrols after attacking 
the idea during the 1974 elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

"I remember standing on 
platforms myself and saying 
‘no, wage and price controls 
.won’t work’,’* Marchand said.’ 

WHEN THE cOTitrols were 
introduced later people felt

Trudeau had let them down, 
he said, adding that the gov¬ 
ernment had said it had spe¬ 
cial plans in case ot an emer¬ 
gency. 

"For the good of the nation 
he (Trudeau> did it he did 
it because he thought it had to 
be done,'” he said. 

Since then most people — 
including rank-and-file un¬ 



ionists and small businessmen 
— had oome to accept the 
guidelines as an essential un¬ 
dertaking. he said. 

“The small business people 
want us to keep on the wage 
and price cimtrols until the 
end of 1978 — some say to 
keep it beyond 1978. 

“They (small businessmen) 
feel w’e have to have some 


kind of controls because 
they’re afraid. They’re the 
first guys on the line to get 
hurt. The small businessman 
can’t cope with rising prices 
• not like the big guy. The 
big guy has got some re¬ 
serves." 

MARCHAND HAS had some 
odd experiences this week in 
his sweep through Western 
Canada to spread what he 
considers the good news of 
government assistance for 
small businesses. Some of the 
people haven't reacted kindly 
to the offer. 

“I caught hell in Edmonton 
yesterday,” Marchand said. 
“Some of them were saying 
‘get off my back — get out 
of my hair.’ ” 

During a question period he 
said some of those he 
addressed in Alberta' were 
“pretty right wing, pretty 


conservative. Thei'e's no way 
of changing some of them.” 

For the most part, though, 
the businessmen were pleased 
with the assistance offered by 
the government, he said. Fi¬ 
nancial assistance for incen¬ 
tive was probably no more 
popular than the govern¬ 
ment's plan to take aw'ay 
much of the load of paper 
work it has been forcing on 
the small businesses. 

It means that some 240.(X)0 
separate small businesses will 
eventually be free of all tha 
long forms they have had to 
make out for Statistics Cana¬ 
da. 

8MALI< BUSINESSES, he 
said, were losing most of the 
available money to large cor¬ 
porations that have staffs of 
experts constantly watching 
for such breaks. 

This he found unfair, some¬ 
thing he said would have to be 


turned around. Small bu¬ 
sinesses contributed more to 
the economy and created 
jobs, while big companies 
tended lo “gobble up” the 
money offered without mak¬ 
ing the same contributions, he 
said. • 

Marchand also said he was 
hapt)y to note that small bu¬ 
sinesses in R.C. had taken out 
more than 30 per cent of the 
$460 million lent across Cana¬ 
da last year by the Federal 
Business Development Bank. 

The fact Marchand is the 
rti'st Indian In the federal cab¬ 
inet didn’t go without men¬ 
tion. In championing the 
cause of free enterprise, he 
said: 

“SMALL BUSINESS is the 
way this country has been 
built ... 1 hate to say that as 
an Indian ... uh. since the 
coming of white man.” he 
said with a smile.

Vict<Mia’s. doc-tors. con¬ 
cerned about plans to split 
acute-care beds between Vic¬ 
toria General and the new 
hospital on Helmcken Road, 
are asking for public support 
in their campaign to keep hos¬ 
pital facilities in one unit. 

At a news conference 
Thursday, Dr. Norman Bai¬ 
ley. president of the Victoria 
Medical Society, said his 
group was “adamantly oi>- 
posed to dividing the Victoria 
General Hospital in half, and 
recommends that one larger, 
acute care hospital should be 
built — eWier at the Helmck¬ 
en Road site, or at the Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital-St. 
Ann’s Academy location.” 

Because it would be near 
the largest concentration of 
population, and because part 

the existing hospital could 
be used, the doctors would 
like to see the new hosnitaL 
built near the present Victoria 
General. 

But the question of site is 
not the doctors' main concern. 
Bailey said. The doctors wel¬ 
comed any decision which 
N^-ould clear the way for con¬ 
struction of a new hospital. 

But they "are firmly of the 
opinion that dividing Victoria 
Cieneral into two widely sepa¬ 
rated halves *— two small 
acute-care hospitals instead of 
a single unit — is not good for 
people who are sick and will 
reduce the (juality of medical 
and nursing care. . •”

Shopping centre 
hearing in April 


A public hearing on the pro¬ 
posed raulti-milllon dollar en¬ 
closed Brofldmead shopping 
cenUe, to be built at Royal 
Oak Avenue on the east side 
of the Pat Bay Highway, will 
be held In three months. 
Saanich Mayor Ed Lum said 
Thursday. 

The centre, to cost bel.ween 
$13 million and $20 million, 
would be the major compo¬ 
nent of an integrated residen- 
I lal-commerc'ial development 
j)lanne<l on a 715-acre tract of 
land by Broadmead Estates 
and The Bay in conjunction 
with Saanich couhcil. 

Lum said 'I he Bay was 


working with the municipal¬ 
ity’s planning department on 
preparation of a land-use con¬ 
tract, and “if everything goes 
according to schedule the 
hearing will be held in April.” 

Construction would siart 
late diis year, wHIp tlie malt 
being completed in mid-1979. 

The centre would have 
425,000 square feet, housing a 
lafge Bay department store, 
another unidentified large re¬ 
tail .store, a supermarket, of- 
tices and 70 smaller i-etail 
stores.

to defer decision on the pro¬ 
posal after a stormy public 
hearing wlien more than 200 
{)eople crammed the council 
chamber to v-oice opposition. 

'The scheme was described 
by many residents as a pipe- 
dream plan to provide more 
alfoixiable housing on 75.8 
acres bounded by Wilkinson. 
Hoy. Carey and Intei’urbun 
Hoads. 

A rec'ent Colonisi sun'ey 
.showed only Mayor Ed Lum 
tavoring the 334-unit proposal. 
Me contended the pro.iect was 
, icasiblo and said development 
had to go ahead “because it’s 
the only way of getting 
sewers into an area very 
badly needing such service." 

Thi.s position has also found 
support from Aid. Sandy Noel 
who said Thursday: "If we 
lose the Roy Road deal, it will 
be a long time before sewers 
are installed.” 

He looks on the proposal fa¬ 
vorably providing the 8 l 2 e 
of the (project w as reduced. 

“We have a serious sewer 
problem in the Hastings and 
Knibbs Road area and a bad 
situation with septic tanks in 
t h e Panorama-Belvedere 
area. , 

"This situation has to be 
rectified.” he said, adding 
that the medical health c^ficer 
has been after the municipal¬ 
ity to do so. 

Noel said another sewage- 
problem which needed correc¬ 


tion was in the Burnside- 
WiUcinscffi Road area, but a 
lift station would be required 
to correct the problem. 

That will prove very cost¬ 
ly,” he said, “but we may 
have to find the funds for the 
station because we can’t have 
raw effluent flowing in 
ditches " 

The health officer, he said, 
was working with tlie munici¬ 
pality and was very coopera¬ 
tive. “but he’s putting the 
pressure on, we may have to 
lake remedial action in the 
near future.” 

Noel, public works chair¬ 
man, said a bad sewage prob¬ 
lem in the Dieppe and Caen 
Road area was rectified re¬ 
cently when sewers were in¬ 
stalled, "but we have nu*" 
merous other sewage trouble 
spotis to deal with.” 


Having twx) small acute 
care hospitals would require 
duplication of X-ray, laborato¬ 
ry and electrodiagnostic ser¬ 
vices. intensive care and 
coronary care units, phar¬ 
macy and emergency ser¬ 
vices. and equipment and 
staff. 

“It is not possible to div ide 
the services between the two 
hospitals so that each will 
provide different services yet 
continue to function well." 
Bailey said. “The impracti- 
cality of efforts to economize 
by attempting to shuttle staff, 
specimens, pieces of equip¬ 
ment or patients between the 
two widely separated halves 
... would be learned the hard 
way to the discomfort not to 
say the peril of patients." 

A larger hospital can have 
special nursing units to spe¬ 
cialize in a single area of 
care -different t)T»s of sur¬ 
gery for instance -Bailey' said, 
but neUher hospital proposed 
by the government (300 beds 
at Helmcken Road and 169 at 
■Victoria General) would be 
large enough for this, and be¬ 
cause of their low case loads 
they would have trouble at¬ 
tracting high quality staff as 
well. 

The Victoria Medical Soci¬ 
ety, with nearly 500 doctors as 
members, met on Jan. 11 to 
discuss the hospital situation. 
BaUey .said. 

The 307 doctors who attend¬ 
ed the meeting agreed unani¬ 
mously on a motion that the 
whole of Victoria General ser¬ 
vices and facilities should be 
moved as 'a unit to the new 
hospital site at <Hie time, that 
provision should be made at 
Royal Jubilee to handle an 
increased load of patients, 
and that the present site of 
Victoria General should be 
used for chronic and interme¬ 
diate care only. Bailey said. 

With him at Thursday’s con¬ 
ference were Dr. George Ras¬ 
mussen, VMS representative 
to the B.C. Medical A.ssocia- 
tion communications commit¬ 
tee. and Di'. John Hough, 
chairman of the Victoria Soci¬ 
ety’s hospital committee. 

When asked if people in the 
western communities were li¬ 
kely to support the doctors in 
their campaign to keep the 
hospital intait. a.s it could 
mean that the hospital slays 
dovvntow’n. Rasmu.ssen said 
“you have to ask these people 
if they are vi-illing to sacrifice 
quality of care for conve¬ 
nience.” 

Hough said the blame for 
the wliole situation could be 
laid at the door of the provin¬ 
cial government, and the re¬ 
gional hospital board. 

The government failed for 
years to recognize Die ur¬ 


gency to upgrade Victoria 
General and provide more 
acute care beds in Victoria. 
Hough said, so government 
statements that not enough 
mwiey is available to com¬ 
plete an entirely new hospital 
misrepresented the case. 

The provincial governmenl 
was aided in delay by the 
regional hospital board. 
Hough claimed. 

The docloi*s said they were 


seeking public support in the 
form of letters to McClelland, 
urging him to keep the hospi¬ 
tal in one piece, whether it is 
located at Victoria General or 
Helmcken Road. 

Art Young, chairman of the 
Capital Region Hospital 
Board, sounded Thursday as 
though the doctors could ex¬ 
pect little support from his 
comer. 

There is noi enough money 


available to build a complete 
new hospital. Young said, 
which means that the transi¬ 
tion from Victoria General to 
Helmcken Road could take as 
Icmg as 10 or 20 years. 

As for the doc(oi*s: “The 
regional board would have 
done a lot better job if the 
doctors had butted out from 
the beginning. Furthermoro, 
we build hospitals for people, 
not for doctors.” 


UVic law school hopes 
for' 70 openings this fall 


The University of Victoria 
is not having any difficulty 
getting students for its law 
school, even though it has yet 
to produce a graduate. 

Some 1,400 applications 
have come in so far from all 
over Canada to the school 
which enrolled only 45 stu¬ 
dents this year but plans to 
have 70 places for first-year 
students next September. 

Law schcxil dean Murray 


Fraser says many applicants 
are sending applications to 
several law schools to make 
sure that they don't miss any 
chances. 

He was pleased they know 
about UVic’s law school. 

"We’ve only lieen in exis¬ 
tence for tw'o and a half years 
but they know about us." 

The school enrolled 70 stu¬ 
dents when it first opened in 
Septemlier. 1975. but prob¬ 


lems in finding enough top 
law professors limited the 
enrolment to 45 incoming stu-r 
dents this past September. 

The campaign to get more 
professors is going well, and 
Fraser said he will be recom¬ 
mending to the university sen¬ 
ate that 70 students be per¬ 
mitted next September. 

The first students to com¬ 
plete the three-year pixigram 
will graduate in 1978.

City council this week in- 
stru.cted traffic engineer 
Derek Wild to explore the fea¬ 
sibility of a fourth proposal 
which would see the section of 
Tolmie between Douglas and 
Blanshard used as a one-way 
iwestboundJ transfer nad fpr 
traffic hea<ling north on Blan¬ 
shard to change over to Doug¬ 
las. 

“That’s a boundary inter¬ 
section; it’s vital to Saanich 
that city council should have 
had the courte.sy to contact us 
before taking the actiem they 
did," Noel said. 

“Some of the city’s design 
pe(H)le have had some pretty 


bad dreams and put them into 
use.” Noel added, saying that 
"the maelstrom they created 
at Yates and Government and 
Belleville and Blanshard are 
two shirring examples. 

“One has to plan ahead 
when driving into the city be¬ 
cause failure to do so can 
mean the unwary driver faces 
one traffic bottleneck after 
another. 

Noel recalled that two 
weeks ago his committee rec¬ 
ommended to cotincil approv¬ 
al of one of the three proixis- 
als. 

Saanii’h ravoi*s a conven¬ 


tional intersection with exclu¬ 
sive left-turn lanes on Blan¬ 
shard for through and turning 
traffic.

Opening new doors to smell business. 
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Fish plant 

controlled 
by receiver 


Oakland Industries Ltd., 
fish processors, of 630 Mon¬ 
treal Sf., w-hich were placed 
in ileceivership by ^ourt order 
Tuesday, hopes to have 
new financing for Its opera¬ 
tions within a few days. So 
said company President Wil¬ 
liam Ililb^m at a press <-cm- 
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ference called Thursday alter- 
noon. 

Hilbom said that his firm, 
which he said is in no imme¬ 
diate danger of cloeing. ia 
seeking quick financial relief 
with help from the B.C. Dev¬ 
elopment Corp. The corpora¬ 
tion provides loans to boost 
local employment and is 
backed by the B.C. govern¬ 
ment. 

Bank of British Columbia, 
which provided the operaticm- 
al financing for Oakland 
through its recent e.>cpwsion 
and move, applied to put the 
company in receivership. 
Harold Sigurdson of Dun- 
woody and Oo., Vancouver, 
has been put in control of the 
company's finances as re- 
ceiven-manager. 

Hilboni said in response to 
a question that he didn't real¬ 
ly know how much financing 
would be required. Ifowever, 
he said that its need was ur¬ 
gent in that the heavy herring 
processing season is February 
and March and that the com¬ 
pany must be in a position to 
buy the harvest. 

Federal Devel<M>ment Bank 
provided ^ financial backing 
ior some of the construction 
and equippif^ of a new build¬ 
ing in 1975 when the company 
expanded htim its old 
quarters on Wharf Street. It 
had been there since forma¬ 
tion in 1960. 

President Hilbom said that 
none of the 120 employees 
would be laid off "at this 
time." 

The company president said 
that two things led to the 
firm's present dilemma: 

Major competitors offered 
prices to trollers that Oakland 
couldn't match and he gave 
as an example some pur¬ 
chases that were made at 
prices hi^er than what they 
could obtain in the export 
market (which accounts for 
about 95 per cent of the com¬ 
pany’s production). 

As well, the fish catch was 
smaller than expected and the 
harvest, mainly coho in the 
summer season, were smaller 
in size and thus required 
more costly handling. 

The second mak>r factor. 
Hilbom said, was that costs of 
construction on the big new 
plant were unexpectedly in 
excess of the amounts raised. 

Hilbom said that he was 
grateful for the quick re¬ 
sponse of Economic Develop¬ 
ment Minister Don IhilUps 
when he became aware of the 
problem on Wednesday and 
added that further talks will 
be held with BCDC He con¬ 
ceded that Oakland had 
talked with the corporation on 
earlier occasions but to this 
point had not made a direct 
approach for aid. 

Oakland's revenue comes 
mainly from coho salmon and 
other ground fish and the re¬ 
maining 25 per cent comes 
from herring. 

Hilbom said that he has 80 
per cent ownership of the 
firm and there art? 13 other 
shareholders, most of them 
from this area.

Noting a sustained recovery 
from the poor economic condi¬ 
tions and British Columbia 
forest industry strikes in 1975. 
Robert Rogers, chairman and 
chief executive officer, report¬ 
ed that the company had 
sales of $ 394 . 1 : million and net 
earnings of $21.1 million or 
$2.61 per share. 

In 1975, the Vancouver- 
based forest products com¬ 
pany reported sales of $296.4 
million and earnings of $13.3 
million or $1.65 per share. 

“In other words,” said 
Rogers, “the company made 
five cents on every dollar 0 # 
tales in 1976 compared with 
about 4% cents in 1^.” 

In the fourth quarter of 
1976, the company recorded 
sales o( $98.8 miUkm and net 
earnings of $4.7 million or 58 
cents per share, commred 
with sales of $7.31 million and 
net earnings of $4.0 million or 
$.50 per rtiare in the same 
quarter of 1975. 

In a preliminary report to 
shareholders, Rogers said: 
"(jenerally improved mar¬ 


kets, absence of strikes which 
shut down the B.C. forest in¬ 
dustry for varying periods in 
1975, and strong p^uctivity 
particularly at our Elk Falls 
pulp and paper mill and Inte¬ 
rior wood products plants 
were the major factors in the 
1976 results.” 

Rogers also noted an im¬ 
provement in the company's 
key performance measure¬ 
ments. Return on total capiu- 
lization, before after-tax inter¬ 
est on long-term debt, 
climbed to 9.1 per cent from 
6.4 per cent while return <xi 
shareholders’ equity was 11.5 
comiiared with 7.8 per cent in 
1973.

Labor later joined the fight by 
declaring G^ter proifocts 
“hot.” Other union members 
such as liquor store em¬ 
ployees and delivery truckers 
would not handle the products 
and Ginter’s operations shut 
down. 

The inter-union dispute 
erupted when Ginter put a 
soft drink plant into the Rich- 
mcMid, B.C., brewery, and the 
retail unkm objected. 

In January, 1976, Ginter 
was unable to meet a de¬ 
mand note of about $4 million 
from the Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce and his 
holdings were placed under 
the control of Dunwoody and 
Co, as receiver-manager. 

As soon as the board decer¬ 
tified the two unions. Ginter 
said pickets appeared at his 


RichnKMid plant. They left 
when labor board inspectors 
arrived, but retunied during 
the weekend. 

Ginter said he is trying to 
obtain an injunction against 
the pickets. 

Ginter said he hopes to re¬ 
hire his former employees as 
soon as he is ready to resume 
oiierations in Richmond.

Hurtig, one of the founding 
members of the Committee 
for an Inde|)endent Canada, 
said that foreign ownership of 
business in Canada has dou¬ 
bled in the last 12 years. 

"Entire ai'eas of the econ¬ 
omy ui*c now’ being bought up 
e4 ery day.” he said. 

The speaker said that the 
ma.ior problem Is that "not a 
single penny” Is going into 


direct investment (capital 
spending) but it's all going 
into equity or ownership. 

’‘The Mickey Mouse 
Foreign Investment Review 
Agency is a joke,” he said. 

He continued along the 
same vein and stated that 
U.S. direct investment in the 
25 years between 1950 and 
1974, inclusive, was about $20 
billion. 

"But that investment re¬ 
quired Canadian firms to pay 
out $7 billion in interest, $17 
billion in dividends and an¬ 
other $17 billion in service 


charges, or $41 billion in total. 

"And the government’s an¬ 
swer to this is to allow Inter¬ 
est rates to drop to allow even 
more foreign investment.” lie 
said. 

Hurtig also criticized feder¬ 
al government banking poli¬ 
cies which allowed banks to 
give 65 per cent of their loans 
to foreigners, thus reducing 
the chances of smaller C!^na- 
dian businesses to obtaining 
financing.

Betting up $100 million 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canadi¬ 
ans fled from wage and price 
c(mtrol8 in 1976 by flocking to v 
the race track to gamble 
record amounts of money, ag¬ 
riculture department figures 
showed Thursday. 

A record $1,123,213,328 was 
bet at pari-mutuel tracks last 
year, an increase of 10.19 per 
cent or more than $100 million 
over the total for 1975, the fig^ 
ure show. 

Part of the gain In betting 
came from an increase^of 56 
days for thoroughbred tracks 
and 235 days for standardbred 


tracks, the department’s 
year-end report said. 

The average amount bet on 
each race decreased by 9.42 
per cent in Prince Edward 
Island and 28.63 per cent in 
British (Y>lumbia. 

All other pipvinces showed 
an increase ranging from 1.37 
per cent in New Brunswick to 
28.78 per cent in New¬ 
foundland. 

Betting at harness tracks 
totalled $729,989,788 and at 
thoroughbred trades 
$393,223,540. It was the second 


c^msecutive^ year the billion 
dollar figure has been top^. 

Altogether there were ^,894 
races — 33.697 harness and 
6197 thorou^ibred — up from 
36,885 in 1975. The amount bet 
on each race averaged 
$28,154.94, an increase of 1.87 
per cent. ^ 

There were 98 racing cards 
where betting exceeded one 
million dollars: 12 at Blue 
Bonnets in Montreal, 38 at 
Greenwood and 43 at Wood¬ 
bine in Toronto, one at- Ed¬ 
monton and four at Van¬ 
couver.

"Before people pick up a 
harbor seal, particularly 
a young one. they should ob¬ 
serve It for an hour or two.. 
Harbor seals are air breath¬ 
ing, and because they are on 
the beach usually should 
! cause no' alarm," Gomall 
j said. 

Gomall said harbor seals 
are bom on the beach and 
some of them have never 
been in the water. A baby 
\ seal's mother often leaves it 
I alone on the beach to go in 
j search of food. 

I "Being alcme doesn't always 
: mean they are abandoned. It 
would be as if a mother went 
next door to borrow some 
sugar and left a six-or-seven- 
year old alone for several 
minutes. Then a friend came 


to the house, taw the 
youngster alone, whisked her 
up and rushed her to authori¬ 
ties, saying she was aban¬ 
doned." 

Gomall, a veterinarian at 
th^ Elliot Bay animal hospi¬ 
tal. is trying'to put together a 
federally-funded program 
determine what is causing Ute 
teachings. 

"We are woricing on the 
fringe of the problem. We 
may be able to use the ones 
that are beached to determine 
what happens to the ones that 
sink. 

"There is a lot of romance 
involved with animals, but we 
are competitors with them. 
However, that doesn't moan 
vi^ ha\’e to beat our opponents 
to death," he said. 


/ Finding a baby harbor teal 
sucking on an elongated straw 
is becoming common at the 
haspital.

On the one hand, litey had , 
been taught (Hospitality 
Kitchen is run by the Catholic 
Worker Community) that It is 
wrong to steal, trespass and 
maybe even to covet the ex¬ 
tents of a trash can. 

On the other hand, they al¬ 
so knew that the four huge, 
green metal bins at ‘Union 
Terminal Market were not or¬ 
dinary trash cans. 

These bins were some¬ 
times jammed with perfectly 
edibie. stuff. Good food was 
getting tossed in with the 
bad. 

It made no sense to any of 
them. 

So, four volunteers arnied 
with gunnysacks and dressed 
in tlieir usual scrubby garb 
attacked. 

It was quite a sight. 

Witnesses said that alter 
the four thieves had scaled 
the fence surrounding the 
trash bins, two of them actu¬ 
ally jumped into the cans and. 
with the abandon of people 
w+K) have been deprived too 
Itmg, practically danced 
amid the pulp, dipping their 
arms into the mess below and 
laughing jubilantly each time 
they retrieved a crisp cucum- 
Vier. an unblemished bell pe|v 
per or even a perfectly firm 
tomato. 

.\11 of which they were hap¬ 
pily stuffing into their bulging 
sacks when they were^ arrest¬ 
ed.

TORONTO (CP) — Despite 
the Image of today’s hip teen¬ 
ager, most stm wait until 
their late teens or eariy 20s to 
become regularly involved in 
sex, says Dr. Ralph Persad. 
venerea] disease control dir¬ 
ector for Ontario. 

He said that pitMniscuity 
has become i^d-fashioned 
among the voung and that a 
substantial number of teen¬ 
agers are having sex but on a 
more selective. steady- 
paitner basis than five yean 
ago. 

Of the 1,196 reported cases 
of VD in Ontario last year. 
pers<ms between 15 and 19 
made up 16 per cent—com¬ 
pared with about 30 per cent 
in 1372. 

“There’s a lot less h(H>ping 
from bed to bed than before." 
said Persad. "But in 
large urban centres like 
Metro, there’s a lot of teen¬ 
age sex. We have no way to 
pin it down statistically—but 
it’s hawpeninp ’ 

Itfost parents don't want to 
know—or admit —that it is 
happenin'; to their children. 
According to authorities, 
parents nm away from dis¬ 
cussing birth control because 
they equate contraception 
with a licence for promiscu- 
it>'. 

They dismiss the fact that 
the love generation of the 
1960s Irrevocably changed so¬ 
ciety’s attitude to sex and 
that today’s youngsters ma¬ 
ture biologically earlier than 
CNer before, said Lynn Carle- 
ton. a Toronto abortion clinic 
counsellor. 

"I wish more parents un¬ 
derstood that if they discuss 
birth control with their teen¬ 
agers. they’re not necessarily 
encouraging sexual activity.” 
she said. “If 1 had a teen-age 
daughter who was determined 
to have sest, Td make sure 
she knew how to- protect her¬ 
self.” 


Of the 1,290 pregnant 
women Mias CarleUm has 
seen at her clinic so far this 
year, more than 25 per cent 
were under 20. t 

"rve seen so many young 
women forced to pay the 
price of not knowing about 
contraception—or nek knowing 
where to get it,” she said. 
“'Their mothers simply close 
their eyes to these giris’ sex 
lives.” 

Dr. Peter Ck>le. chief family 
planning officer for the city of 
Toronto, said teen-agers wbo 
want contraception without 
their parent’s consent need a 
"lot of luck and persistence.” 

He said. "They won’t go to 
their parents and they won’t 
go to their family doctor be¬ 
cause they're too embar¬ 
rassed. su they usually end up 
getthig stuff from their 


friends. lOds get sex inform*' 
bon on the street.” 

Cole said it will bo at 
least 10 years before parents 
accept the fact that today's 
youngsters have sex lives. 

"It’D take that Icxig to fight 
the groups wbo want sex c«i- 
trol,” he sakL "They are the 
people who object when we 
publicize our family planning 
services."' ^ 

Sex lost some of Its mysti¬ 
que back in the heady days of 
the ’60s. The tradition-loosen¬ 
ing effects of the pill, drugs, 
women's lib and social revolt 
left the teen-agers of the ’70s 
a legacy of mandatory partic¬ 
ipation. 

Yet. said one teen <oun- 
sellor. young lovers can be 
the most romantic of all. 
Their obsession with .sjx)nt«- 
neity is ixie of the main rea¬ 
sons why they shy away from 
contraception.

Milk ‘key’ 
studied 


CA.MBRIIXiE. Mass. (API 
— Most of the wwld’s adults 
cannot digest milk, but they 
may someday be able tq 
derive nutrition from the liq¬ 
uid food with the help of a 
chemical additive being test¬ 
ed here. 

If successful, the tests 
nught help provide a new 
source of protein for the 
earth's underfed million.s. 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology MIT scientists 
say. 

So lar. the scientists say 
they have had good results 
from tr>Tng out the chemical, 
called lactase, on animals. 

Lactase is necessary to 
break down the sugar in milk 
so it can be used by the body. 

Infants produce it naturally, 
but as people grow older, they 
often lose this ability. 

If the chemical is cleared 
for routine use by humans It 
could be added to milk by 
people who need It, Dr. New- 
beme said, and a few cents 
would buy enough to make a 
quart of milk digestible.

practice of acupuncture to 
those who have passed exami¬ 
nations. 

The foundation says acu¬ 
puncture, in experienced 
hands, ii invaluable in r^ew- 
ing pain In man or animals. 

In order to put the practice 
into experienced hands by re¬ 
gulating acupuncture in On¬ 
tario, the foundation would 
have to take over responsi¬ 
bility from the College of Phy¬ 
sicians and Surgeons, which 
< uirently supervises the craft 
in the province. 

“We are falling behind the 
United States." said Dr. Ed¬ 
ward Sheffman, chairman ot 
the educational committee of 
the foundation. 

“We have attempted to set 
up similar regulations here 
but we can't get agreement 
on how they should be im¬ 
plemented. As a result, some 
people are doing acupuncture 
who should not be doing it and 
this is not doing the patients 
or die practice any good." 

He said many people, in¬ 
cluding some in government, 
still look at acupuncture as an 
Oriental con game. / 

"The quackery and faddism 
are gtme from acupuncture. 
Through research, most 
pieces of the puzzle are begin¬ 
ning to fall into place." 

Acupuncture is referred to 
primarily as a paii>4cUler, but 
some of its exponents recom¬ 
mend it for everything from 
obesity to cold sores. 

Its main drawback is that it 
doesn’t work on evcrytxidy. 
Practitioners estimate it is 
unreliable 25 per cent of die 
time. It is also capricious. It 
will work on a person one 
time and cause no reaction 
the next. 

Still, it annoys advocates in 
Ontario that the Ontario Hos¬ 
pital Insurance Plan (CMIP) 
subsidizes physiotherapy but 
not acupuncture. 

The Ontario ministry of 
health takes the attitude that 
the therapeutic values of the 
craft have not been es¬ 
tablished. 

“Just ask the people who 
have been helped,” said 
^heffman. “Acupuncture is 
iftft' a fad nr a philosophical 
treatment. It can help a great 
many peojilc. but it must be 
jiractised competently.”

The easier method, 
for bias binding 


You have probably used 
bias binding at least once to 
trim a neckline or sleeve and 
you meet likely remember 
painstakingly measuring and 
piecing bias strips to get one 
cwitinuout strip ot bias. 

There is a simple, one-steji 
method of making bias strips. 
It involves cutting one lai^e 
Mas piece in the shape of a 
parallelogram. Make yourself 
a pattern out of an old news¬ 
paper or use a traoe-a-pattem 
so that the pattern can be 
reused at a later date. 

Make a rectangle 34 inches 
by €% inches. Measure in 6% 
inches from the top left 
comer on the long side and 
draw a line fronri this point to 
the lower left c(M*ner. Measure 
in 6% inches from the lower

right comer and draw a line 
from this point to the upper 
right comer. You have now 
created a parallelogram. 

Draw a line parallel to the 
two slanted lines — this will 
lerve as the grainline. Line 
up the grainline on your pat¬ 
tern with the selvage edge of 
the fabric and cut your pat¬ 
tern of the fashion fabric. 

Draw four lines 1% inches 
ajkart on the fabric parallel to 


the l<mg edges. These lines 
will serve as your cutting 
lines later. 

With right sid^s together, 
seam the two short ends to¬ 
gether by not matching the 
ends exactly but moving (me 
aide one line higher. 

You can now begin cutting 
in a spiral along the lines you 
drew on he fabric. This yields 
about 3H yards of 1%-inch 
cimtinuous bias.

Using strains of p>ge<ms 
and monkeys bred for their 
tendencies to develop severe 
hardening of the arteries, 
heart researchers are closing 
in an why the killer disease 
may run in families. 

These and related studies in 
babewas discussed at an 
American Heart Association 
science writers forum could 
lead to ways of determining 
at an early age who is prone 
to atherosclerosis — hardening 
and blocking of blood vessels 
by (at depcjsits. 

“To really make a dent in 
the prevalence of athero¬ 
sclerosis is going to require 
identifying susceptible indi¬ 
viduals as teenagers, and 
hopefully as children,“ said 
Dr. Henry McGill of the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas. 

Current research, including 
a study of the effects of breasi 
feeding on atherosclerosis 
later in life, is aimed at clear¬ 
ing up the question of what 
should be fed to young chil¬ 
dren. 

“That Is where the future 
lies, ” McGill said. “Evidence 
is more and more showing 
that starting with middle-aged 
people is quite discouraging 
and unpromising." 

The research discussed cen¬ 
tered on what hapi>ens inside 
the blood vessels of different 
persons who eat diets high in 
the fat called cholesterol, 
which is found in animal tis¬ 
sue. A bifth intake of choles¬ 
terol is associated wdth a 
greater risk of heart attacks 
and strokes, that kill some 
830.000 persons yearly. 

Studies in pigeons and 
squirrel ^onkeys show that 
heredity influences the body’s 
handling of cholesterol In at 
least two important ways, 
said Dr. Thomas Clarkson, a 
veterinarian who heads the 
Atherosclerosis Research 
Center at Wake Forest Uni¬ 
versity. 

He said that in some indi¬ 
viduals, a high intake of 
cholesterol results in a high 
level o! cholesterol in the 
blood, while in others the fat 
is quickly and efficiently re¬ 
moved from the blood. What 
accounts for the difference is 
unclear, he added.

Rosalyn Carter says she is for

hol. 

“I think possibly ... that 
my children would be for le¬ 
galizing marijuana, but I'm 
not.

It's rumored tiiat President 
Jimmy Carter loves mountain 
cysters and hasn’t missed 
I^blin, Ga.'s mountain oyster 
supper (where they serve 500 
pounds of the delicacy) since 
it first started. 

Rosalynn Carter says 
Jimmy likes eggplant sand¬ 
wiches and ca1£sh marinated 
in steak sauce and fried in 
pancake batter. 

'Hiat doesn’t sound all that 
great, but it beats that now- 
famous recipe from Rosalynn 
for Plains special cheese ring 
made with grated cheese, 
chopped nuts, mayonnaise 
and grated onion, molded and 
filled with strawberry pre¬ 
serves.

Richard Ni.Non had his cottage 
cheese and Pat Nixro had her 
continental salad made with 
canned grapefruit juice, 
canned beets and Jell*0. 

But truly grand eating with 
an opulent flavor can cmly be 
attributed to the Elizabethan 
Age, which inspired some of 
the most memoralble meals in 
history. 

Queen Elizabeth I had an 
uncontrollable love of sweets 
and always carried candy 
with her, even though she suf¬ 
fered more than her fair 
share of toothaches. 

Her subjects often gave the 
queen marzipan goodies, the 
most elaborate of which was 
a replica of St. Paul’s chess- 
boartt 

Elizabeth served such deli¬ 
cacies as peacocks in their 
plummage and swans with sil¬ 
vered bodies and gilded beaks 
perched on a field of green 
pastry.

It is intaresting. looking 
back ON'tft' the years, to note 
how certain kinds of plants 
<K)me from obscurity into gar¬ 
den pofiularity, and after en- 
joylh;; a briet vogue, are re¬ 
place with new hit parade 
plants, ll seems there are 
fashions in plants, as with 
Itobblc skirts, cioehe hats and 
bell-bottom truusei's. And, as 
\^iU) the flare pants and 
bumpy-toed shoes, sometimes 
tliey make a romeimek. 

A good example here is the 
bedding geranium, so popular 
in Victorian days and now en- 
toying a new vogue with the 
coming of new. dv^^rf. ever¬ 
bearing varieties and the 
carefree and sprinter kinds 
x^hich can be grown easily 
from seeds. 

Salvia, too. vxas at one time 
almost never seen in private 
gardes, although always 
lUar with parks superinten- 
dent.s. Today It is filling the 
need for an inexpensive bed¬ 
ding plant whicti will remain 
in bloom all summer long. 
Salvia plants are aold by the 
millions ever^' spring, and be¬ 
cause of this new popularity, 
plant breeders hav'e l)een en-

A new generation inhabits 
Hollywood Boulevard tliese 
daj-s, and most of them prob¬ 
ably have never heard of the 
1 tollyvvood Hotel that once ur- 
namenteii the boulevard l)e- 
twoen Highland and Orchid 
avenues, and whose destruc¬ 
tion inspired such sadness and 
nostalgia just 20 years ago. 

As I remember it. Uie hold 
WHS a sort of mlsslon-Vic- 
lorian In style, if sm-h a com¬ 
bination is ])ossible. with a 
grab bag of arches. bal>-onie«. 
turrets and cupolas, and a 
bniad verandah from which 
its residents w-atched the life 
and deatli of a legend. ’Fhe 
hotel sat ba<k trom the street 
behind gra.ss. and was shaded 
by palm trees whose upi-oot- 
ing caused more anguish than 
the razing ot the raniblifg oUl 
hotel if.'eir. 

Uliat brinss it to mind is a 
letter from a reader, Edward 
i\. Sprott, enclosing a copy of 
a letter evidently written by 
the manager ot the Iwtel to a 
I'ercy Williams, of Tiioson. 
.\ri/.. on June 4. 1909. 

■'The original.” Spiolt 
uriie.s. "was found in an 
oaken rolltop de^k Uia’ for 
tnun> years beiwiged to my 
grandfather . He bought 
tite desk in 192U from the gen¬ 
tleman to whom the letter 
was addressed. 1 found the 
letter w'hile reworking the 
I’olltop... I thought you 
might gel a kick out of ilie 
tact that at one time one 
could 'see the oc-ean from the 
verandah’. How many people 


couraged to develop a doien 
new colora to augment the 
original acariet flower. 

It is a risky business to 
forecast trends and voguee, 
but IT 1 read my crystal ball 
<‘orreftly, the uiicoming plant 
tor garden bediling and speci¬ 
men planting is the celosia. 

Crradually. more and nwe 
of these delightful plants are 
being featured in paHcs anti 
home gardens, and as with 
the salvia, new lorms and 
glowing new colors are ap- 
Ijearing in the need cati- 
!oguer^. 

The celosia is an annual 
member of the Amaranthus 
family and first cousin to the 
(ommon and pernicious pig¬ 
weed. Xol so many years ago, 
al)oul the only' eelosia you 
ever saw was a vomfiact. red- 
tlowered houset>lant affec¬ 
tionately known as a cock.s- 
comb. Tt>day they are avail¬ 
able in a dozen different bril¬ 
liant colors and in several dil- 
ferenl lorms, and in heights 
ranging front eight inches to 
four feel. 

There are two bnvad group¬ 
ings: The crested type, bear¬ 
ing large biit tightly knit flow¬ 
ers in the characteristic c.icks- 


comb shape, and the plumed 
type with a loose, feathery 
flower, shaped like an ostrich 
plume or a plume ot 
pampas grass — only highly 
colored. 

In tlie created or cockscomb 
type, one of the best varieties 
is flregiow. wliich won high 
awards when first Introduced 
some to years ago. It makes a 
neat i)lant about a foot tall, 
with huge combs In an 
orange-scarlet shade. Tore¬ 
ador, 20 inches tall, bears a 
tlower fully 12 inches acrosjf. 
a velvety rooater’s comb in 
bright red witli scarlet high¬ 
lights. Yellow’ toreador is 
identical ex< ept lor the color, 
while festival is a flaming red 
and yellow’ bieolor on neat 
14-inch stems. 

Takao Sakata. JapanV lead¬ 
ing plant breeder, has turned 
out a baker’s dozen of new 
I'olors uniform in size, about a 
foot tall and with ^ combs 10 
inches ax'ross. Among his cre¬ 
ations are empress, crimson 
with bronze ftriiage; rose 
empress in rose pink: gladia¬ 
tor imp in golden yellow and 
kardinel imp in orange scar¬ 
let. 

The <-elosias of the ostrich 


plume type come In dwarf 
and king-size plants. The 
dwards run 10 to 12 inches in 
height, each with a feathery 
plume surrounded by smaller 
feathers. Some good varieties 
are golden feather, yellow; 
fiery feather, scarlet; golden 
gem. light, orange; orange 
gem. orange-scarlet, and 
silver feather, a sparkling sil- 
ver\' wliite. 

The plumosa or giant plume 
type run for rivo to four feel 
in height, making very' showy. 
branching t>lants. each branch 
x lothed for half its lenglii wiU> 
long, silky plumes. Some 
award winners are forest lire, 
orange scarlet; golden flee<e, 
deep yellow; petit guy. bright 
rose: pun»le plume, crimson 
purple, and pride <*f Castle 
('tould. a scarlet and orange 
bu'Olor 

All the < elosias are xery 
tree blooming, bright and el- 
lectlve n beds and liorden*. 
and long-lasting as lul flow¬ 
ers. nie giant plume types 
are exceptionally interesting 
in modem floral arrange¬ 
ments. and like the pampas 
grass plumes, the feathery- 
flowers can be cut and dneil 
for winter biunuets.

Among their specilic recom¬ 
mendations are heasier ta.\es 
on oil aqd natural gas. es¬ 
tablishment of a crown cor¬ 
poration to stimulate re¬ 
search. public education, and 
the construction irf model en¬ 
ergy-efficient communities in 
evwy province. 

In an inlersiew. Se%^ ell said 
the study gretv out of a semi¬ 
nar spcmsored by the Advance 
CMicept Centre, a branch of 
the federal environment de¬ 
partment.. 

• There will be a gap be¬ 
tween what conventional fuel.s 
will be able to provide, and 
the demand for energy in the 
1980s in Canada.*’ Sewell said. 

There were a number of so- 
luti(Mts to this probletn that 
demanded no great insight 
Importing more oil. develop¬ 
ment of the Athabasca oil 
sands, development of coal re¬ 
sources. and nuclear ix>wer. 

“But these alternatives all 
have problems associated 
with them, such as titeir envi¬ 
ronmental effects or their 
cost.” 

Sewell said the report is an 
attempt to look at the future, 
and see what possibilities are 
there. 

One of the studies they in¬ 
cluded in their repert was 
one done by the University- of 
"Manitoba, which surveyed ex¬ 
perts in many fields and ana¬ 
lysed their predictions about 
advances in ener^ techno¬ 
logy-. environmental protet- 
tion. government planning, 
and political management. 

For instance the study says 
that fuel cells for small-scale 
pow er generation are expected 
between 1980 and 1987. with 
1980 being the most pnibable 
date.

after 19 months of stem emer¬ 
gency rule, ordering the re¬ 
lease of political prisoners, 
lifting press censorship and 
revoking a ban on public ral¬ 
lies. 

The government said the 
decisions were taken to speed 
the revival ot political normal¬ 
ity as the country prepares 
for parliamentary elections in 
March. 

Even before the series of 
announcements, four ncm- 
communist opposition parties 
made known that they had 
buried their political dif¬ 
ferences to form a united 
frcRit against Mrs. Gandhi’s 
(Tongress party in the coming 
elections. 

The government announce¬ 
ments. just two days after 
Mrs. Gandhi’s pledge to pei*- 
mii the re\*ival of legitimate 
political activity, amounted to 
a major dismantling of the 
emergency apparatus set up 
in June. 1975. The government 
suspended civil liberties at 
that time to meet what Mrs. 
(^dhi described as a threat 
to internal order following her 


conviction on election fraud 
charges. , 

There was no official disclo¬ 
sure of how many j>olitical 
prisoner would be freed, but 
opposition )) 0 ]itioal sources 
claimed the release order 
would aflect several thousand 
of rank-and-file party 
members. Most opixjsition 
leaders were released in the 
past few months. 

Morarji Desai, former dep¬ 
uty prime minister, made the 
confident announcement of 
formation of tlic new Janta 
People’s- iwlitical party. “Ur 
hope to win a thumping ma¬ 
jority, not just a small nia.jor- 
ity.” 

The 8l)-yeaj>old Desai, who 
was released from prison two 
days ago after being detained 
since June. 1975, said the 
Janta party would put up a 
single slate of candidates in 
the various parliamentary 
constituencies to ensure that 
their supporters’ vote was not 
split. 

The tactic is designed to 
limit the chances of Mrs. 
Gandhi's Congress party win¬ 
ning the elections by a mere 
plurality of votes, as has hai>- 
fiened in the five p^e^’ious 
general elections held since 
independence in 1947. 


Election act overhaul %y next vote ’ 


Premier Bennett guaran¬ 
teed Thursday that the next 
time the people of B.C go to 
the polls for a provincial elec¬ 
tion, they will vote under a 
revamped electi<ms act.

Robert Smith, chief returning officer and muni¬ 
cipal clerk in Port McNeill, said Wednesday he was 
concerned over a section of the Municipal Act which 
allotved for the first time in B.C., voters to register 
and cast their ballots during the final day of the 
election.

He said under the new act'(legated in 1976), 
a voter is allorved to register and vote “only on his 
or her word he has resided in the area for six months 
or mote.”

Ui 1^. Charles Darkis 
leased four SO-foot lots on 
crown land in Qualicum 
Beach. After building a du¬ 
plex on one of the lots, he 
apidied to purchase the four 
lots and was told by the lands 
branch the four lots had been 
amalgamated into one parcel 
of land. 

Darkis applied to the Quali¬ 
cum Beach village council to 
have the land divided into

His request was rejected be¬ 
cause the village bylaws do 
not permit lots to be created 
less than 75 feet wide, and 
giving him permission to con¬ 
travene the bylaw would set a 
precedent that many other 
residents may want to follow.

Cowichan Bay 
zoning fight 
to start afresh

NORTH OOUTCHAN — Re¬ 
zoning of a Cowichan Bay 
property to halt a proposed 
shake - and - shingle mill will 
start afresh Feb. 7 when a 
new public hearing will be 
held. 

On advice from its solicitor, 
the North Cowichan council 
has tabled third reading on 
the first rezoning hearing 
Deic. 15 and has decided to go 
through the procedure again. 

RARUER THIS month, 
council w-as advised that the 
original bylaw* could possibly 
be quashed because Aid. Bir- 
gltle Meagher, wife of Oow- 
ichas Estuary Preservation 
Society president 
Meagher, did not disqualify 
herself from the original hear¬ 
ing. 

Municipal Solicitor Richard 
Nesbitt said the decisicm 
reached by the council to re- 
z<wie the property after the 
first hearing would be je<H>- 
arvlized because "a court 
could rule that a possibility of 
bias existed." 

HE srtiCiESTEl) the best 
way to correct the situation 
was to give notice and pro- 
teed with a second public 
hearing from which Mrs. 
Meagher would disqualify 
herself. 

Another significant dif¬ 
ference between the Feb. 7 
hearing and the former one 
will be an amendment in the 
area affected by the rezwtlng, 
which will effectively disallow 
forestiY-related uses. 

PART OF DOMAN Indus¬ 
tries Ltd. mill property, which 
was included previously, will 
be removed, leaving the Is¬ 
land shake and shingle proi>- 
erty. 

A municipal official said die 
public hearing on Feb. 7 will 
be conducted as if the first 
hearing had not happened, 
and all presentati<ms will 
have to be repeated.

1974. one day before 
the Env'ironmerit and Land 
Use Committee met to discuss 
the task force report. 

■ This was a retraction on 
Gates’ part because immedi¬ 
ately after the Dec. 15 pid)lic 
hearing, he said he had never 
met with Island Shake and 
Shingle representatives before 
the status quo decisicm on 
Cowichan Bay was made by 
ELUC. 

ACCORDING TO HK files. 
Gates said, Norman Roc^e of 
Island Shake and Shingle vi¬ 
sited his- office Oct 29 and 
said his comi»ny held 50 i>er 
cent of the shares in Slegg Ac¬ 
ceptance Corp., which ow’ned 
approximately 1j65 acu'es on 
the Cowichan estuary. 

Hooke informed him that 
the Lake Cowichan-base'.l 
company ^as attempting to 
acquire the remaining shares 
of the company in voluntary 
liquidation in order to build a 
log haulout to supply its Lake 
Cowichan mill. 

GATES WAS ALSO ad\1sed 
by Rooke that Island Shake 
held a lease, with option to 
purchase signed with Slegg 
Acceptance Corp. in February 
of 1975 for the property south 
of the present Doman mill 
channel. 

In early November of 1974. 
Doman Industries announced 
the purcha.se of the Slegg mill 
property and the intention of 
constructing a new mill. 

On Nov. 26. ELUC ex¬ 
plained the status quo deci¬ 
sion, which included Doman's 
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new mill but "ruled out any 
further major expansion of 
the present level of Industrial 
development.' ‘ 

ONE OF THE conditions re¬ 
lating to the consti-uction of 
the new mill^ Gates empha¬ 
sized, was that there be no 
development scruth of the new¬ 
ly-expanded mill channel. 

He said also that it was im¬ 
portant to note that although 
discussicm with Doman repre¬ 
sentatives regarding the mill 
extended from Jan. 29 to mid¬ 
summer of 1975, neither 
Doman Industries nor Island 
Shake and Shingle advised 
them that the Lake Cowichan 
company had renewed its 
lease interest in the proi)erty 
south of the channel. 

"IT WAS NOT until eight 
months after ELUCs appro\'- 
al (^ the mill and almost a 
year after the status quo deci¬ 
sion. that Island Shake made 
their interests known to us 
(again)," the task force chair¬ 
man stated. 

On Oct. 14, 1975. Gates said 
Norman Hooke \1sited his of¬ 
fice to inform him of his lease 
agreement and the intenlion 
to build a log haulout. 

The biologist told the Shake 
and Shingle principal that the 
ELUC decision plus a number 
of other factors ruled out in¬ 
dustrial use of the property. 

HE SUGGESTED to Rooke 
that he negotiate with Doman 
Industries about arranging to 
haul out logs out of the north 
side of the channel. 

Gates said he was later sup¬ 
plied with the lease agree¬ 
ment between Dcrnian Bidus- 
tries and the Island Shake 
principals. 

It was Signed Nov. 4. 1974, 
four days after ELUC decided 
against any further industrial 
expansitm on Uie estuary.

Milk ‘key’ 
studied 


CAMBRnXJK, Mass. lAP) 
—• Most the world’s adults 
cannot digest milk, but they 
may someday be aUe to 
derive nutrition from tl^ liq¬ 
uid food with the heb> of a 
chemical additive being test¬ 
ed here. 

If successful, tests 

might help provide a new 
source of protein for the 
earth's underfed miUiOfi.K. 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology MTT scientists 
say. 

So tar, the scientists say 
they have had good results 
from trying out the chemical, 
called lactase, on animals. 

Lactase is necessary to 
break down the sugar in milk 
so it can be used by foe body. 

Infants produce it naturally, 
but as j)eople grow older, they 
often lose this ability. 

If the chemical is cleared 
for routine use by humans it 
could be added to milk by 
people who need it. Dr. New- 
beme said, and a few cents 
would buy enough to make a 
quart of milk digestible.

practice of acupuncture to 
those who have passed exami- 
natkxis. 

The foundation says acu¬ 
puncture, in experioiced 
haiKls, is invaluable in r^eA- 
ing pain in man or animals. 

In order to put the practice 
into experienced hands by re¬ 
gulating acupuncture in On¬ 
tario, the foundation would 
have to take over responsi¬ 
bility from the Cbllege of Phy¬ 
sicians and Surgeons, which 
t-urrently supervises the craft 
in the province. 

“We are tailing behind foe 
United States,** said Eh*. Ed¬ 
ward Sheffman, chairman of 
the educational committee of 
the foundation. 

“We have atterr^ted to set 
up similar regulations here 
but we can't get agreement 
on how they should be im¬ 
plemented. As a result, some 
people are doing acupuncture 
who should not be doing it and 
this is not doing foe patients 
or the ixractice any 

Ifo said many people, in¬ 
cluding some in government, 
still look at acupuncture as an 
Oriental con game. 

“The quackery and faddism 
are gone from acupuncture. 
Through research, most 
pieces of foe puzzle are begin¬ 
ning to fall into place.” 

Acupuncture is referred to 
primarily as a ptiin-killer, but 
some of its exponents recom¬ 
mend it for everything from 
obesity to cold sores. 

Its main drawback is that it 
doesn’t work on everytxxly. 
Practitioners estimate it is 
unreliable 25 per cent of foe 
time. It is also capricious. It 
will woric on a person one 
time and cause no reaction 
foe next. 

Still, it annoys advocates in 
Ontario that the Ontario Hos¬ 
pital fosurance Plan (CmiP) 
subsidizes physiotherapy but 
not acupuncture. 

The Ontario ministry of 
health takes the attitude that 
the therapeutic values of the 
craft have not been es¬ 
tablished. 

“Just ask the people who 
have been h eloped,** said 
Sheffman. “Acupuncture is 
not a fad or a philosoptucui 
treatment. It can help a great 
many people, but it must be 
practised competently.'*

Pigeons 

ailing 
to save 
humans 


. SAN ANTO.NIO, Tex. (AI») 

Using strains of pigeons 
and monkey* bred for their 
tendencies to develop severe 
hardening of the arteries, 
heart researchers are closing 
in on why the killer disease 
may run in families. 

These and related studies in 
liaboons discussed at an 
American Heart Association 
science writers forum could 
lead to ways of determining 
at an early age wlx> is prone 
to atherosclerosis — hardening 
and blocking of blood vessels 
by fat deports. 

“To really make a dent In 
foe prevalence of athero¬ 
sclerosis is going to require 
identifying susceptible indi¬ 
viduals as teenagers, and 
hopefully as children,** saidi 
Dr. Henry McGill of the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas. 

Current research. Including 
a study of the effects of breast 
feeding on atherosclerosis 
later in life, is aimed at clear¬ 
ing up the question of what 
should be fed to young chil¬ 
dren. 

“That is where foe future 
lies." McGill said. “Evidence 
is more and more showing 
that starting with middle-aged 
pM^le is quite discouraging 
and unpromising." 

The research discussed cen¬ 
tered on what happens Inside 
the blood vessels of different 
(Lersons who eat diets high in 
the fat called cholesteml, 
which is found in animal tis¬ 
sue. A high intake of chole.s- 
terol is associated with a 
greater risk of heart attacks 
and strokes, that kill some 
850,000 persons yearly. 

Studies in pigeons and 
squirrel monkeys show that 
heredity influences foe body's 
handling of cholesterol In at 
least two important ways, 
said Dr. Thomas Clarkson, a 
veterinarian who heads the 
.\foerosclcrosls Research 
Center at Wake Forest Uni¬ 
versity. 

He said that in some indi¬ 
viduals. a high intake of 
cholesterol results in a high 
level of cholesterol in the 
blood, while In others the fat 
Is quickly and efficiently re¬ 
moved from the blood. Whnl 
accounts for the difference is 
unclear, he added. 


Drug ‘^scalpeV for infant hearts 


SAN .\NT0M0. Tex. 
(UPl) — University of Cali¬ 
fornia doctors have come up 
with a drug that does the job 
of a surgeon and may elimi¬ 
nate the need for as many as 
10.000 delicate chest opera¬ 
tions annually in critically ill 
infants, It was reported here. 

The still-experimental drug 
already has bem used in 51 
babies at the university hospi¬ 


tals in San Diego and San 
FYancisco and in all but <me 
case it successfully closed a 
large blood vessel that was 
endangering the infants' lives. 

*rhe problem Involves a ves- 
sftl called the ductus ar¬ 
teriosus which before birth 
connects foe two major arte¬ 
ries leaving the heart and 
allows blood to b>*pass the 


lungs which do not operate 
until birth. 

Ordinarily the full-term 
babies, the first breath at 
birth starts a chain oi events 
including the closure of the 
no-longer^eeded ducts ar¬ 
teriosus. In many premature 
babies, however, foe vessel 
does not close and instead 
allows blood to enter the 
lungs. This is particularly 


Ease marihuana laws^ 
says Rosalyn Carter 


NEW YORK (Reuter) — 
Rosalyn Carter says she is for 
“decriminalizing** marijuana, 
but against legalizing it and 
that she and President-elect 
Carter have had long ar¬ 
guments w4fo their sons about 
its use. 

In an interview, published 
Monday in the Ladies Home 


Journal and conducted by 
Lynda Johnson Rabb, oldest 
daughter of the late president 
Lyndon Johnson, Mrs. Carter 
said her sons insist that mari¬ 
juana is no worse than alco¬ 
hol. 

“I think possibly . . . that 
my children would be lor le¬ 
galizing marijuana, but I’m 


not. I'm for decriminalizing 
it. 

“I have a friwHl whose 18- 
year-old son is in jail because 
he was found with a siixall 
amount of marijuana; he will 
have a criminal record all his 
life. ” Mrs. Carter said. 

“I think that’s bad. but I 
am not for legalizatkxi."

serious to the premature baby 
who has hyaline membrane 
disease, the disorder that 
killed the premature child of 
Jifon F. Kennedy. 

To correct this problem, 
surgeons open the chest of foe 
tiny child and tie the ductus 
arteriosus. 

Dr. William F. Friedman, 
professor of pediatrics at the 
University <rf California at 
San Diego, said in a report 
released at an American 
Heart Association seminar 
that foe drug indomethacin 
has been found to close the 
vessel without the need for 
surgery. 

The 51 children in which the 
dx^ was used have been fol¬ 
lowed for up to a yeav. In one 
child foe drug did not work 
and surgery was required. In 
five others, the vessel reo¬ 
pened, but was closed again 
in two and foe condition of the 
other had improved so that 
further action was not needed. 

Friedman said two of the 51 
children later died, but aji- 
parently not as a result of the 
drug. <^e died of pneumonia 
and one of digestive system 
problems.' 

He cautioned, however, that 


it is too Hoon to say the drug 
should be used on a wide¬ 
spread basis as a substitute 
for surgery to close the 
ductus arteriosus. A large 
study involving 10 medical 
centre is planned to further 
study foe unique treatment 
and to watch for possible ad¬ 
verse side effects. 

“We are too early in our ex- 
jjerience to advise uncon¬ 
trolled clinical u.sage.’’ he 
said. “We think it would be a 
grave mistake for everyone to 
depart prematurely from the 
surgical approach which has 
been with us for a long time.’* 

'The drug works by inhibit¬ 
ing the formation of chemical 
in the body called prostaglan¬ 
dins. 'The chemicals are nec¬ 
essary to keep the vessel open 
in fetal life. It appears that a 
preinalure Infant Is often not 
mature enough to close. the 
vessel naturally and that inld- 
bition of the prostaglandins 
does the job. 

Friedman noted that some 
obstetricians have used in¬ 
domethacin to delay delivery. 
He said this could be danger¬ 
ous to the fetus because it 
might result in closure of the 
ductus arteriosus before birtli 
when it still is needed.

Carter, James Eari Jr. by 
birth, Jimmy by preference, 
spe^e of his hopes and goals 
for the four years now begin¬ 
ning. for "a new dedication 
within our government, and a 
new spirit among us all..." 

From a platform in front of 
the Capitol Carter sp(^e 
again the theme he had 
.sounded from a thousand 
stages in 1^ quest for office: 

"Our government must at 
the same time be both compe¬ 
tent and compasskmate." 

He promis^ an administra¬ 
tion of quiet strength, "so suf- 
firirnt that it need not be 
proven in combat...

U.S. firms cold on Canada

revoking a ban on public ral¬ 
lies. f 

The government said the 
decisions were taken to speed 
the revival of political normal¬ 
ity as the country prepares 
for parliamentary elections in 
March. 

Even tefore the series of 
announcements, four non- 
communist opposition parties 
made known that they had 
buried their political dif¬ 
ferences to form a united 
front against Mrs. Gandhi’s 
Congress party in the coming 
electiims. 

The government announce¬ 
ments. just two days after 
Mrs. Gantfiii’s pledge to per¬ 
mit the revival of legitimate 
political activity, amounted to 
a major dismantling of the 
emergency apparatus set up 
in June, 1975. The government 
suspended civil liberties at 
that time to meet what Mrs. 
Gandhi described as a threat 
to internal order following her 


conviction on election fraud 
charges. 

There was no official disclo¬ 
sure of how many political 
prisoners would be freed, but 
opposition political / sources 
claimed the release order 
would affect several thousand 
of rank-and-file party 
members. Most opposition 
leaders were released in the 
past few months. 

Morarji Desai, former dep- 
ut>' prime minister, made the 
confident announcement of 
formation of the new Janta 
People’s—political party. “We 
hope to win a thumping ma¬ 
jority. not just a small major¬ 
ity." 

The 80-year-old Desai, who 
was released fiwn prison two 
days ago after being detained 
since June. 1975, said the 
Janta party would put up a 
single slate of candidates in 
the various parliamentary 
constituencies to ensure that 
their supporters’ vote was not 
split. 

The tactic is designed to 
limit the chances of Mrs.

“This situation has to be 
rectified,” he said, adding 
that the medical health officer 
has been after the municipal¬ 
ity to do 80 . 

Noel said another sewage 
problem which needed correc¬ 


tion was in the Burnside- 
Wilkinson Road area, but a 
lift Station would be required 
to cwrect the problem. 

That will prove very cost¬ 
ly,” he said, “but we may 
have to find the funds for the 
station because we can’t have 
raw effluent flowing in 
ditches.” 

The health officer, he «aid, 
was working with the munici¬ 
pality and was very coopera¬ 
tive, “but he’s putting the 
pressure on, we may have to 
take remedial action in the 
near foture.” 

Noel, public works chair^ 
man, said a bad sewage prob¬ 
lem in the Dieppe and Caen 
Road, area was rectified re¬ 
cently when sewers were in¬ 
stalled. “but we have nu¬ 
merous other sewage trouble 
sjxrts to deal with.” 


Having hvo small acute 
care • hospitals would require 
duplication ot X-ray, laborato¬ 
ry and electrudiagnostic ser¬ 
vices, intensive care and 
coronary care units, phar^ 
inacy and emergency ser¬ 
vices, and equipment and 
staff. 

“It is not possiUe to divide 
the services between the two 
hospitals so that each will 
proNide differ^t services yet 
continue to functi<xi well,’’ 
Bailey said. “The impracti- 
cality of efforts to economize 
by attempting to shuttle staff, 
specimens, pieces of equiri- 
ment or patients between the 
two widely separated halves 
. .. would be learned the hanl 
way to the discomfort not to 
say the peril of patients.’’ 

A larger hospital can base 
special nursing units to spe¬ 
cialize in a single area of 
care—different types of sur¬ 
gery for instance- -Bailey said, 
but neither hospital proposed 
by the government (300 beds 
at Helmcken Road and 169 at 
Victoria General) would he 
large enough for this, and be¬ 
cause of their low case loads 
they would have trouble at¬ 
tracting high quality staff as 
well. 

The Victoria Medical Soci¬ 
ety. with nearly 500 doctors as 
members, met on Jan. 11 to 
discuss the hospital situation, 
Bailey said. 

The 107 doctor^ who attend¬ 
ed the meeting agreed unani¬ 
mously on a motion that the 
whole of Victoria General ser¬ 
vices and facilities should be 
moved as a unit to the ne%A' 
hospital site at one time, that 
provision should be made at 
Royal Jubilee to handle an 
increased load of i>atients. 
and that the present site of 
Victoria General should be 
used for chronic and interme¬ 
diate care only. Bailey said. 

^\^th him at Thursday’s con¬ 
ference were Dr. George Ras¬ 
mussen, VMS representative 
to the B.C. Medical Associa¬ 
tion communications commit¬ 
tee. and Dr. John Hougii, 
chairman of the Victoria Soci¬ 
ety’s hospital committee. 

WTien asked If people in the 
western communities were li¬ 
kely to support the doctors in 
their campaign to keep the 
hospital intact, a.s it could 
mean that the hospital stays 
downtown. Rasmu.ssen said 
“you have to ask these people 
if they are willing to sacrifice 
quality erf care for axive- 
nience.” 

Hough said the blame for 
the vN^le situation could be 
laid at the door of the provin¬ 
cial- government, and the re¬ 
gional hospital board. 

The government failed for 
years to recogtii/e the' ur¬ 


gency to upgrade Victoria 
General and provide more 
acute care beds in Victoria. 
Hough said, so government 
statements that not enough 
money is p^'aiiable to com¬ 
plete an entirely new hospital 
misrepresented the case. 

The provincial government 
was aided in delay by the 
regional hospital board, 
-Hough claimed. 

The doctors said tlicy were 


seeking public support in the 
form ot letters to McCelland, 
urging him to keep the hospi¬ 
tal in one piece, whether it is 
located at Victoria General or 
Helmcken Road. 

Art Young, chairman of the 
Capital Region Hospital 
Boanl. sounded Thursday as 
though the doctors could ex¬ 
pect little support from his 
comer. 

There is not enough money 


available to build a complete 
new hospital. Young said, 
which means that the transl- 
tl«i from Victoria General to 
Helmcken Road could take as 
long as 10 or 20 years. 

As for tiw doctors: “Tlie 
regional board would have 
done a lot better job if the 
doctors had butted out from 
the beginning Furthermore, 
we build'hosintal^ for pec^Ie, 
not for doctors.” 


UVic law school hopes 
for 70 openings this fall 


Tile University of Victoria 
is not having any difficulty 
getting students for its law 
school, even though it has yet 
to produce a graduate. 

Some 1.400 applications 
have come in so far from all 
over Canada to the school 
which enrolled only 45 stu¬ 
dents tills year but plans to 
have 70 places for first-yeoi* 
students next September. 

Law school dean Murray 


Fraser says many applicants 
are sending applications to 
.several law schools to make 
sure that they don't miss any 
chances. 

He was pleased they joiow 
about UVic’s law school. 

“We’ve only been in exis¬ 
tence for two and a half years 
but they know about us.” 

The school enrolled 70 stu¬ 
dents when it first ojiened in 
September, .1975, but prob¬ 


lems in finding enough top 
law professors limited the 
enrolment to 45 incoming stu¬ 
dents this past September. 

The campaign to gel more 
professors is going well, and 
Fraser said he will be recom¬ 
mending to the university sen¬ 
ate that 70 students be per¬ 
mitted ne.xt September. 

The first students to com¬ 
plete the three-year program 
will graduate in 1978. 


City’s boundary bounce 
has Noel up in arms 


Saanich public works chair¬ 
man Aid. Sandy Noel has 
reacted angrily to Victoria 
city council’s rejection of the 
three optional designs for the 
layout of the Blanshard-Tol- 
mie intersection — part of the 
Elanshard extension. 

Gty council this week in- 
structed traffic engineer 
Derek Wild to ejq>lorc the fea¬ 
sibility of a fourth proposal 
which wuuld see the section of 
Tolmie between Douglas and 
Blanshard used as a (me-way 
(westbound) transfer ro€kl for 
traffic heading north on Blan¬ 
shard to change over to Doug¬ 
las. 

“That’s a boundary inter¬ 
section: it’s vital to Saanich 
that city council should have 
had the courtesy to ccmtact us 
before taking the action they 
did,” Noel said. 

“Some of the city's design 
(leople have had some pretty 


bad dreams and put them into 
use,” Noel added, saying that 
“the maelstrom they created 
at Yates and Government and 
Belleville and Blanshard are 
two shining examines. 

“One has to plan ahead 
when driving into the city be¬ 
cause failure to do so can 
mean the unwary driver faces 
one traffic bottleneck after 
another. • 

Noel recalled that two 
weeks ago his committee rec¬ 
ommended to council approv¬ 
al of one of the three propos¬ 
als.

“We Just feel it is time for a 
total bah.” Mrs. McMinn said.

Ltd., owners <rf the building,

day the closure was forced by 
reduced occupancy owing to 
last year’s ferry rate in¬ 
creases, welfare cutbacks 
wdiich had affected all low- 
rentai hotels, and an increase 
in apartment vacancies at 
subsidized rentals. 

Theee factors and a general 
increase In operating costs, 
MEPC said, .made it impossi¬ 
ble to keep the hotel o{>en. 


'rhe firm also cited costly 
iqigrading under new fire 
safety regulations as a factor. 

I.ast summer the firm a|>- 
jiealed an order of the provin¬ 
cial fire marshal to ui>grade 
the premises but later with¬ 
drew-the ap|>ea]. saying it 
would meet the recjuiremenls. 
estimated to cost $40,000. 

The hotel accommodated 
about 80 low-income residents 
last year. 'That number has 
now dwindled to 35, including 
three who have lived there for 
many years. One elderly 
woman has been a resident 
since 1940.
